RESULT  IS  TAKEN 

AS  HEAVY  DEFEAT 

Attacks  East  of  Rheims  Are  Thrown  Back  by  Stone- 
wall Defence — Some  Success  Is  Gained  on 
West.  Where  Marne  River  Has  Been 


Crossed  in  Several  Places. 


"~~PARIS,  July  15. — In  the  desperate  fighting  which  is 
reported  in  the  official  communication  from  the  War  Office 
tonight,  the  American  troops  are  given  the  credit  for  driving 
back  the  Germans  who  had  succeeded  in  crossing  the  Marne 
southwest  of  Fossoy.        ^ 

In  the  long  sector  between  Dormans  and  Rheims,  Franco- 
Italian  troops  are  reported  to  be  resisting  the  German  assault 
valiantly,  and  east  of  Rheims  the  enemy  attack  has  met  with 
what  is  characterized  as  "irreducible  defense." 

The  statement  saysr 

"The  German  attack  launched  this  morning  at  4:3o  o'clock 
continued  throughout  the  day  on  both  sides  of  Rheims  with 
equal  violence. 

"West  of  Rheims  desperate  engagements  were  fought  in 
the  region  of  Geuilly,  Courthiezy  and  Vassy,  south  of  the 
Marne,  which  the  enemy  succeeded  in  crossing  at  several  pomts 
between  Fossoy  and  Dormans. 

"A  spirited  counter-attack  carried  out  by  the  American 
troops  drove  back  to  the  right  bank  of  the  river  enemy  contin- 
gents who  had  reached  that  bank  southwest  of  Fossoy. 

"Between  Dormans  and  Rheims  the  Franco-Italian  troops 
resisted  with  tenacity  along  the  line  of  Cantillon-sur-Marn^, 
Ouchery,  Marfaux  and  Bouilly. 

"East  of  Rheims  the  enemy  attack,  which  extended  frqm 
Sillery  to  the  Main  de  Massi^es,  hit  up  against  an  irreducible 
defense.  The  enemy  multiplied  his  efforts  on  Prunay  and  Les 
Marquises  and  in  the  regions  north  of  l^rosnes  and  Souain,  but 
was  not  able,  despite  repeated  attacks,  to  cut  into  our  combat 
positions.

SHELLS  ARE  SENT

Barbarians  Again  Show  Their 
Enmity  Towards  Red  Cross 
— Their  Aviators  Also  Use 
Despicable  Devices, 


LONDON.  July  IS.-^— The  irr«at  Ger- 
man attack  wan  deAnitely  held  up  on 
the  whole  front  east  of  Rheims  Ave 
hours  after  it  was  launched,  accord- 
Ins  to  the  latest  advices  reaching 
London,  and  the^  pnly  German  rains 
worth  mentioning  were  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  Bouuln  road  and  Pru- 
nay, where  they  succeeded  in  pene- 
trating for  about  one  and  one-half 
miles  on  a  narrow  front.  At  both 
these  points  the  French  initiated 
strong  counter-attacks  late  in  the 
inorhlng. 

On  the  front  west  of  Rheims  the 
Germans  had  rather  a  sucoesst  but 
the  only  important  gain  to  their  credit 
for  the  morning's  work  was  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Marne  and  a  sone  little 
more  than  a  mile  beyond  on  a  front 
of  about  ten  miles.  The  Marne  In 
this  district  Is  only  a  small  river;  It 
Is  shallow,  and  can  easily  be  crossed 
In  the  early  morning  mists.  Its  loss 
to  the  Allies,  however,  deprives  them 
of  a  fairly  valuable  defensive  land- 
mark. 

The  battle  began  with  a  wholesale 
bombardment  inaugurated  about  mid- 
night along  the  whole  front  from 
Chateau  Thierry  to  Masslges,  except 
for  a  narrow  sector  around  Rheims. 

This  Intensined  bombardment  of 
the  French  Uses,  with  the  usual  ac- 
companiment of  trench  mortars  by 
the  thousands,  also  was  reinforced  by 
a  long  range  bombardment  of  the 
back  areas  on  a  scale  greater  than 
e\'er  heretofore  attempted.  This  back 
area  bombardment  was  iiystematlcaUy 
directed  along  the  line  of  Chalons. 
Montmlrall  and  La  Ferts-sous-Jou- 
arre,  and  the  map  shows  that  this 
line  Is  located  from  twelve  to  eighteen 
miles  behind  the  French  front.  This 
Is  evidence  that  long  range  guns  of 
the  most  powerful  and  far-reaching 
variety  must  have  been  used  In  num- 
bers greater  than  ever  before. 

The  bombardment  lasted  until  4:30 
o'clock.  Then  came  the  German  at- 
tack,   launched    at    dawn    under    the 


WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMT  ON 
THE  MARNK,  July  16.— (By  the  As- 
sociated Press.) — The  Germans  ap- 
parently deliberately  attempted  to 
shell  several  of  the  American  hos- 
pitals near  the  Marne  front  today.  A 
number  of  shells  fell  Intermittently  a 
short  distance  from  them.  They  did 
no  damage,  beyond  disturbing  the  pa- 
tients. 

Five  German  airplanes,  modelled 
after  the  machines  the  Allien'  aviators 
are  using  and  carrying  American  In- 
signia on  the  wings,  attacked  one  oj' 
the  American  sausages  south  of 
Chateau  Thierry  this  evening,  and 
managed  to  get  so  close  under  the  dis- 
guise that  they  were  able  to  lira  In- 
cendiary bullets  into  the  baloon.  which 
burst  into  flames.  The  occupants  of 
the  sausage,  however,  made  their  es- 
cape by  means  of  parachutes. 

Seventeen  American  pursuit  planek 
Immediately  left  the  ground,  and  when 
last  seen  all  were  fighting  well  Inside 
the  enemy  lines. 

Along  the  front  as  far  as  the  eye 
can  see  the  big  guns  were  still  flash- 
ing and  roaring  tonight,  and  the  bat- 
tle gave  no  sign  of  diminishing.

First  Day's  Results 
Are  Good  for  Allies 

Renewal   of  German   Assault   Yields   Practically 

Nothing  in  Recompense  for  Heavy  Sacrifices 

— Ambitious  Programme  Laid   Out 

by  Crown  Prince  Has  Failed. 


PARIS.  July  II.— The  Allies  con- 
tinue to  hold  their  own,  according  to 
the  latest  advices  received  here  to- 
night, along  the  battle  front  In  France 
and  that  Is  the  most  and  best  that 
can  be  exr>ected  In  so  early  a  stage 
of  the  olTensive,  b<>fore  the  German 
effort  has  reached  its  full  develop- 
ment. For  once  the  Oermahs  ere  not 
favored  by  the  elements.  The  sky  Is 
overcast,  the  weather  Is  settled,  and, 
most  Important,  the  wind  Is  south- 
west. This  Is  a  vital  gsin  for  the 
defence,  for  it  makes  it  difncult,  if 
not  Impossible,  for  the  Germans  to 
make  extensive  use  of  gas.  When 
troops  are  mussled  for  long  hours 
with  mask.i,  oflloers  cannot  communi- 
cate orders  and  each  man  Is  thrown 
on  his  own  resources.  As  a  result, 
weight  of  numbers,  which  Is  always 
on  the  side  of  the  attacking  army  at 
the  beginning,  becomes  the  deciding 
factor. 

Attack  Where  Expected       .. 

Another  advantage  the  Allies  liavo 
had  In  the  attack  Is  that  It  was  ex- 
pected Just  where  it  developed.  It

The  French  defensivs  sys- 
tem hss  been  In  no  way  affected  and  Is 
■  till   Intsct. 

"While  In  previous  stUcks,"  the 
■tatement  ssys,  "the  enemy,  thsnks  to 
surprise,  csrrled  important  positions 
like  the  Chemin  des  Oamen  and  ad- 
vanced several  miles,  this  time  the  bat- 
tle has  entailed  only  fluctuations  of  a 
few  hundred  yards. 

"The  failure  of  the  enemy  appears  sll 
the  more  striking  if  the  infinlteamal 
rsKUlts  he  obtained  be  compared  with 
the  Important  sdvantage  which  he 
thousht  he  was  going  to  obtain.

Statement  Is  Made  by  Railway 
War  Board  That  Increase 
in  Freight  Rates  Will  Be 
Necessary. 


OTTAWA.  July  IB. — Just  before 
midnight  the  Canadian  Railway  War 
Board  issued  a  sUtement  to  the  ef» 
^ecl  tliar  an  order  has  been  made  In- 
creaslng  the  wages  of  the  rsllwsy  em- 
ployees In  Canada.  The  order  pro- 
vides that  the  McAdoo  award,  affect- 
ing the  wages  and  hours  of  service 
of  railroad  employees  In  the  United 
States,  shall  be  put  in  force  through- 
out the  Dominion.  The  statement  de- 
clares that  the  Increase  can  only  bo 
maintained  if  the  railroads  are  per- 
mitted to  increase  freight  rates,  as  In 
Americsn  territory.  The  board,  it  is 
8ald,spent  the  day  urging  upon  theGov- 
ernment  the  necessity  for  increasing 
the  rates,  but  whether  the  Govern- 
meat  decided  to  take  this  action  could 
not  be  learned.  The  statement  of  the 
Canadian  Railway  War  Board  fol- 
lows: 

The  Canadian  Railway  War  Board 
Issued  today  an  order  increasing  the 
wages  of  railway  employees  In  Can- 
ada as  followa:  ...a^^.,..^!,.-*..^ 

That  not  later  than  August  1.  1918. 
and  so  much  earlier  as  the  vsrlous 
wage  schedules  have  expired,  dating 
back  In  many  Instances  to  May  1, 
191>,  4he  so-called  McAdoo  awsrd, 
affecting  the  wages  and  hours  of  ser- 
vloe  of  railway  employees  In  the 
United  States,  shall  be  put  In  force  In 
Canada,  "mia  decision  has  bean  re- 
ported altar  prolonged  obnslderatloa. 
wMk  wUl  mppXy  to  all  railway  em- 
ployees, whether  organized  or  not  or- 
ganlMd.  mala  or  female,  earning  on 
Z>eoember  tl,  Itlt.  less  than  IS.OOO 
dollars  per  annunt.  The  Increase  In 
each'  and  every  case  applies  to  the 
position. 

In  all  cases  In  which  the  McAdoo 
scsle  of  Increases  will  grsnt  the 
worker  in  a  given  position  less  than 
the  pay  he  now  earns,  his  present 
rate  of  pay  will  not  be  Interfered 
with,  that  is,  there  will  be  no  reduc- 
tions In  the  few  instances  where  an 
Increase  given  to  a  certain  position 
since  December  SI,  1916.  exceeds 
those  which  will  be  allowed  under  the 
McAdoo  award. 

This  mesne  that  a  sum  of  between 
forty  and  fifty  millions  will  be  grsnt- 
ed  to  140,000  railroad  employees  in 
Canada. 

To  the  rates  paid  December  31, 
1916,  will  be  added  increases  as  high 
as  43  per  cent  In  the  case  ^  of  the 
lower-priced  gracDes  of  labor. 

Amendments  now  being  negetisted 
in  respect  to  particular  applications 
of  the  McAdoo  award  in  the  United 
States  wlU  be  adopted  in  Canada  as 
they  are  made. 

Obs  of  the  ntaln  principles  of  the 
award  Is  the  recognition  of  the  in- 
creased cost  of  living,  and  the  ad- 
justment aoeordlngly  of  all  railway 
wages  under  three  thousand  dollars 
per  annum,  but  giving  the  greater 
increases  to  the  lower-priced  classes 
of  labor.  Its  amendments  are  now 
being  worked  out  by  a  board  which 
includes  in  its  numbers  leading  repre- 
sentatives of  Amsrlcan  railway  labor. 

"Under  the  McAdoo  award,  as  It 
Is  now.  sdopted  In  Canada,  a  position 
paying  $50  per  month  on  December 
31,  1916,  will  now  pay  $71.50.  and 
one  pe.ying  175  per  month  now 
1106.75:  1100  per  month  now  1131.76; 
1126  per  month,  now  1153:  (150  per 
month,  now  $174.36;  $175  per  month, 
now  $195.60:  $200  per  month,  now 
$21«.7S.  The  work  paying  $2  a  day 
on  December  $1.  1915.  will  now  pay 
$3.33:  $2.26  a  day  now  $3.17:  $2.30 
a  day  now  $3.63;  $2.76  a  day  now 
$3.98:  $S  a  day  new  $4.23.  Workers 
paid  by  the  hour,  or  by  ml1agf>.  wiP.

"This  action  Is  only  possible,  and 
the  Increases  can  only  be  maintained. 
If  the  railways  are  permKted  to  In- 
crease freight  ratea  as  in  Americsn 
terrirory.  In  order  to  prevent  indus- 
trlsl  unrest  and  In  the  hop»  of  an 
Increase  In  freight  rates,  the  recent 
Increases  to  railway  workers  is 
mads."

Having  commented  on  the  attempt- 
ed murder  of  two  policemen  in  the 
presence  of  hundreds  of  people  In 
Tralee  for  revenge,  the  thrashing  of 
two  men  in  a  raid  on  the  police,  and 
attacks  on  people's  houses,  raids  for 
arms,  boycotting  and  general  lawlees- 
nsas,  he  said  that  behind  the  police 
was  the  British  srmy  and  navy.

Up  on  Banks  of  Stream. 


COUNTER-ATTACK  BRINGS  IN 
MORE  THAN  1,000  PRISONERS 


Brigade  Staff  Included  Among  Those  Captured— 
French  Troops  Also  Deliver  Smashing  Blow 
on  River  Front — Fighting  Still  Con- 
tinues   With    Great    Intensity. 

LONDON,  July  15.— Mr.  .Andrew  Bonar  Law,  Chancrllor  of  the 
Exchequer,  announced  in  the  House  of  Commons  tonight  that-'tha 
AmericaiTS^capttrredTf  ttion  sand  or  more  pfisoners  south  of  the  MarfttT 
after  havinjj  driven" back  the  enemy.     Mr.  Bonar  Law  read  the  foU 
lowing  communication  to  the  House: 

"The  enemy  attacked  early  this  morning  on  a  front  of  ninety 
kilometres,  pretty  evenly  divided  east  and  west  of  Rheims.  The 
city  itself  was  not  attacked. 

"\Ve.st  of  Rheit^  the  German  penetrated  on  a  front  of  36  kilo- 
metres (22.37  miles)  to  an  average  depth  of  from  four  to  five  kilo- 
metres. 

"South  of  the  Marne,  by  a  brilliant  counter-attack,  the  American 
troops  drove  the  enemy  back  and  took  a  thousand  or  more  prisoners. 
"East  of  Rheims  the  enemy  has  been  heavily  repulsed,  and  has 
suffered  a  complete  check."

Eoenky  Forced  Back 

WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY  ON 
THB  MARNB.  July  16.— (By  the  As- 
sociated Press). — A  strong  American 
couter-attack  south  Of  the  River 
Marne  bend  completely  upset  the 
Germans,  who  broke  In  retreat.  The 
American  troops  drove  the  enemy 
back  all  the  way  to  the  railway 
skirting  the  Marne  In  the  region 
southwest  of  Jaulgonne.  This  posi- 
tion now  is  being  held. 

In  the  counter-attack  many  pris- 
oners were  taken. 

They  Included  a  major,  two  captains 
and  400  men,  so  fsr  counted. 

The  French  general  commanding 
the  gi'oup  of  armies  on  this  sector 
sent  a  congratulatory  message  this 
afternoon  to  the  American  general 
commanding  the  forces  which  best 
back  the  enemy. 

At  6  o'clock  this  evening  the  Ger- 
mans were  heavily  shelling  the  Amer- 
ican forces,  but  were  getting  shell  for 
ehell  In  return  and  their  Are  neemed 
to  be  diminishing.  The  VsUx  dis- 
trict Is  comparatively  calm  now.  On 
the  American  right  heavy  flghtlng  Is 
in  progrsss. 

Maddne  Oannen*  Work 

Amsrlcan  machine  gunners  along 
the  river  asslstsd  materially  in  break - 
lag  up  the  early  boche  plans,  for  tbey 
stuck  to  their  posts  and  poured 
deadly  streams  of  bullets  into  ths 
enemy,  and  only  withdrew  when 
their  guns  were  so  hot  thsy  could 
not  be  fired.  One  group  of  machine 
gunners  happened  to  be  In  a  place 
where  the  Germans  were  anxious  to 
erect  a  bridge,  and  the  letter's  ef- 
forts were  fruitless.  The  American 
bullets  piled  up  the  Oerman  dead  on 
the  opposite  elds  of  the  river  every 
time   the  enemy  started  to  cross. 

South  of  Jaulgonne  the  enemy 
crossed  the  Marne  this  morning  on  six 
pontoor/*'  bridges  hurriedly  thrown 
over  the  strsam,  and  masses  of  In- 
fantry swarmed  forward.  The  artil- 
lery constantly  had  the  brldgee  under 
the  heaviest  firs,  and  at  least  two 
direct  hits  wore  mads,  one  of  tba 
bridges  being  blown  up. 

After  sharp  artillery  work  our 
troops  advanced  behind  a  great  smoke 
cloud,  which  completely  obecured 
them  for  a  time  from  view,  the  low 
visibility  also  aiding  the  enemy  in  his 
operations. 

The  correspondent  talked  with  some 
American  soldiers  now  in  the  hos- 
pitals, who  were  in  the  thick  of  the 
fighting  thie  morning.  They  were  in 
complete  argreement  that  the  Oerman 
Infantry  was  no  match  for  ths  Amer- 
icans. 

This  Is  evidenced  by  the  reports 
from  all  the  American  hospitals,  there 
being  only  a  few  cases  of  wounds  from 
rifle  and  machine  gun  fire,  while  most 
of  the  men  are  Buffering  from  shrap- 
nel wounds.  Some  of  these  cases  are 
sarlous.

AMSTBRDAM,  July  16— The  Reich- 
stag, according  to  a  dispatch  from 
Berlin,  has  adjourned  until  Novem- 
ber 8.  One  of  its  last  acU  Saturday 
was  <b  pass  all  taxation  bills,  which 
the  Finance  Minister  declared  were 
more  extensive  and  more  important 
than  any  since  the  foundation  of  the 
Bmplre.  •  — 

After  the  Reichstag  had  voted  the 
war  credits.  President  Fehrenbach 
said  that  the  Reichstag  could  look 
baek  with  satisfaction  on  the  past 
session,  and  that  the  people  also 
oould  regard  the  peace  treaties  in  the 
Kast  with  satisfaction.  He  hoped  the 
Government  would  succeed  in  opening 
a  way  to  the  Bast^  entering  into 
friendly  relations,  bringing  order  out 
of  discord  and  concluding  economic 
agreements. 

"We  cannot  tell  our  constituents," 
ho  declared,  "that  the  end  of  their 
sacriflce  has  come,  but  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  as  tbe  trials  of  last  Win- 
ter were  borne  better  than  the  pre- 
vious one,  and  as  heaven  has  pre- 
served "u  frcm  crop  failures,  our 
staunch  and  faithful  people  aloo  will 
be  able  to  bear  the  hardships  of  the 
coming  Winter." 

Th«  prasldent  asserted  that  as  '.he 
guilt  of  the  war  did  not  rest  with 
Germany,  and  that  as  ths  enemy  per- 
alsCSd  In  the'r  desire  to  annihilate 
the  Oerman  people,  nothing  remained 
for  Germany  but  to  break  this  desire. 
He  concluded:  "We  place  our  faith 
in  God's  protection  of  our  valiant  and 
incomparable  army  «o  that  it  will 
with  victory  this  Summer  lay  the 
foundations  of  an  honorable  and  last- 
ing peace."

REMAIN  IN  ALASKA 

NEW  TORK,  Jmky  15.— Vllhjalmur 
SUtansson,  the  Arctic  explorer, 
stricken  with  fever  last  April  at  Her- 
schel  Island,  and  Uken  to  Fort  Yu- 
kon on  a  dog  sled,  will  spend  the 
Summer  there,  in  order  to  recuper- 
ate, according  to  a  letter  from  him 
received  by  the  Explorer's  Club. 

"I  am  able  now  to  walk  about  a 
mil*."  the  letter  said,  "but  only  at 
the  cost  of  becoming  more  tired  than 
walking  forty  miles  at  this  time  last 
year.  The  physician  eayn  it  will  take 
from  three  to  six  months  of  rest  to 
get  me  In  trim  again.  It  seems  likely 
then  that  I  shall  apead  the  Summer 
here."

VANCm  CARS 
WILL  RUN  TODAY 


Street  Car  Men  Give  Assurance 
of  Traffic — Electrical  Work- 
ers Still  Refuse  to  Resume- 
State  Grievancesj 


VANCOUVBK,  B.C.,  July  X8.— The 
street  cars  will  be  running  today, 
though  the  strike  of  tha  electrical 
workefa  is  appsrently  in  the  same 
state  as  it  was  yesterday  and  Sun- 
day, the  rank  and  file  of  the  men 
proving  adamant  in  their  refusal  to 
accept  the  resolution  recommended 
to  them  by  the  Joint  advisory  commit- 
tee of  the  Electrical  Workers  and 
Street   Railway   men. 

The  arguments  lasted  from  eight 
o'clock  until  after  midnight  The  at- 
titude of  the  men  Is  that  the  B.  C. 
Blectric  Company  has  not  played  the 
game  and  they  Intend  to  Insist  that 
it  does. 

Mayor  Gale  has  bsen  assured  by 
the  representatives  of  the  street  rail- 
way men  that  the  street  cars  will  be 
operated  through  today  and  to  mid- 
night at  least. 

Allegations  on  which  tha  electrical 
workers  based  theif  sudden  decision 
to  strilcs  again  on  Saturday  at  mid- 
night were  tliat  union  men  had  been 
discriminated  against  when  it  came 
to  reorganization  following  the  settle- 
ment of  the  first  strike.  Strike- 
breakers were  kept  in  the  company's 
employ,  and  members  of  the  union 
were  discharged  instead,  it  was  al- 
leged. As  the  sgreement  contained 
a  "closed  shop"  clause,  officials  of  tha 
electrical  workers  voiced  their  ob- 
jections to  the  attitude  of  the  super- 
intendent in  this  respect. 

Grievance  No.  2  was  that  where 
previous  to  tb^  formar  strike  tha 
men  had  been  '  given  passes  on  tbe 
street  cars,  they  were  now  compelled 
to  pay  their  fares. 

The  third  .  grievance  was  that  the 
company  had  done  away  with  tha 
special  lighting  rate  of  four  cents  per 
K.W.  charged  the  employees,  and  had 
put  them  on  the  regular  eight-cent 
rate.  A  demand  was  also  made  for 
the  dismissal   of  Supt  J.  Newall. 

"The  actions  oX  the  street  railway 
management  were  looked  upon  as 
discrimination  in  the  case  of  the  em- 
ployees let  out  and  with  regard  to 
the  street  car  passes  and  lighting 
rates,  these  were  privileges  which  had 
been  enjoyed  for  a  long  time,  and  the 
men  were  given  no  inkling  that  they 
were   to   be  withdrawn." 

This  was  a  brief  statement  by  E. 
H.  Morrison,  business  agent  of  tha 
electrical   workers. 

ElcctHoal  Workers  Strike 
LYNN,  Mass.,  July  16.— Work  at  the 
local  planta  of  tha  General  Electric 
Company  was  hampered  today  when 
employeea  to  tbe  number  of  10,000,  ac- 
cording to  labor  leaders,  walked  out 
In  compliance  with  a  strike  vote  taken 
Saturday  night  Between  12.000  and 
11,000  are  employed  in  tha  several  fac- 
tories. The  strike  was  called  for  In- 
creased pay  and  changea  in  working 
conditions,  although  no  definite  de- 
mands had  been  formulated.-  After 
quitting  work  tha  etrtkers  hsid  an 
open-air  meeting  to  decide  upon  a 
course  of  action.  The  men 'are  not 
unionised.

Rsporta  from  reUabIa  sonrees  In 
Swedan  hudiaata  a  aurprtoing  ehanga 
of  sentlmf  nt  among  the  Finnish  peo- 
j>le  toward  their  German-controlled 
govemmant  making  !t  Impoaslhle  for 
that  government  to  raise  any  volun- 
teer troopa  to  attack  the  Entente 
force  on  tha  line  of  the  Kola-Moaeow 
Railway.  This  has  greatly  relieved 
the  minds  of  ofllcials  who  reallxe  thkt 
this  railroad  could  be  held  only  by 
a  very  large  force  If  attacked  from 
Finland.  Cutting  off  communloatlon 
In  that  way  would  greatly  endanger 
the  position  of  tha  Entente  forces  on 
the  Murmansk  coast  when  Winter 
comes. 

With  Finland  practically  neutral, 
and  the  local  population  in  the  Mur- 
mansk country  coming  to  the  aid  of 
the  Entente  forces,  it  is  believed  the 
Allies  now  are  reasonably  Sure  of 
being  able  to  maintain  a  channel  of 
communication  with  Central  Russia 
and  Siberia  against  any  German  at- 
tacks. 


The  protest  of  the  Lenlne  Govern  - 
ment  against  ths  Entente  operations 
in  the  north  Is  believed  to  have  been 
a  mere  formality  made  possibly  to  sat- 
isfy the  Germans,  who  are  endeavor- 
ing to  control  the  Bolsheviki  Govern- 
ment Ofllcl&ls  ssy  It  will  not  be  en- 
tertained because  the  Entente  does 
not  recognize  the  Botoheviki  as  the 
real  government  of  Russia,  and  per- 
sists in  regarding  the  nation  as  dtill 
in  the  war  on  the  side  ot  the  Entente, 
regardles:^  ot  the  peace  .  treaty  of 
Brest-Lltovsk. 

The  reported  capture  of  the  ipt- 
portant  city  of  Kuxan,  about  460  miles 
east  of  Moscow,  by  the  Cseehc-SIo- 
vaks,  following .  preceding  reports  ot 
Bolsheviki  vletorias  in  that  quarter, 
la  regarded  as  of  great  Impcrtance 
aa  Indicating  the  speedy  extension  of 
the  Csecho-Slovsk  control  to  the 
whole  trans-Siberian  railroad  system 
east  of  ths  Ural  Mountains.  Thto 
control  would  place  the  cities  of  Mos- 
cow aad  Petrograd  almost  completely 
at  the  mercy  of  the  holders  of  the 
Siberian  railroad  for  thali^  food  sup- 
plies. 

Th(]  reported  Intention  of  the  Bol- 
sheviki Government  to  quit  Moscow 
in  favor  of  the  insignificant  town  ot 
liturom  to  regarded  by  oflictoto  as  a 
strong  sign  of  further  weakening  of 
the  Soviets. 

Brittoh  reinforcements,  probably 
drawn  from  the  garrtoon  at  Hong- 
kong, fr^jm  India  and  from  the  Brit- 
toh Aslatlo  flasts.  added  to  tha  mixed 
Brittoh  and  Japanese  forces  already 
At  Vladivostok,  have  revived  the 
hopes  of  theae  ofllcials  who  have  fav- 
ored an  Entente  Joint  military  cam- 
paign In  Siberia.

OTTAWA,  'July  IB.— Because  of 
the  limited  supplies  of  substitutes  for 
wheat  flour  at  present  available  in 
Canada,  In  comparison  with  the  de- 
mand which  would  re<iult  from  the 
operation  of  the  recant  order  of  the 
Canada  Food  Board  requiring  the  use 
of  aubstltutea  in  certain  preparations, 
the  board  has  deferrad,  until  a  data 
to  be  flxed,  the  operation  of  certain 
aections  of  that  order. 

Bakers,  confectloner^i,  public  eat- 
ing placea  ,and  pri\*ate  households 
will  not.  for  the  present,  have  to  use 
ona  pound  of  subatitutea  to  every  four 
pounda  of  wheat  flour  In  baking. 
They  must,  however,  uaa  one  pound 
of  aubatltutaa  to  avary  nine  pounds 
of  wheat  flour,  aa  provided  in  the 
law  now  operative.  Daalera  In  Saat- 
arn  Canada,  aa  well  aa  in  Waatarn 
Canada,  (or  tha  preaant  will  ba  re- 
quired to  sell  one  pound  of  substi- 
tutes only  with  every  nine  pounda  of 
standard  flour.

OF  CROP  ACREAGE 


Revised  Estimate  by  Bureau  of 
Statistics  Sliows  Reduction 
—'Report  on  Conditions  at 
End  of  June. 


OTTAWA.  July  15. — The  Dominion 
Burea'i  of  Statistics  issued  on  Satur- 
day the  usual  revised  estimate  of  the 
areas  sown  to  Spring  grains,  an  esti- 
mate of  the  areas  under  later  sown 
cereals  and  hoed  crops  and  the  con- 
dition of  grain  crops  on  Jtuia  30.  aa 
compiled  from  the  returna  of  crop 
correspondenta. 

For  all  crops  except  peas,  the  es- 
timate of  areas  sown  to  Spring  grains 
Is  less  than  It  was  a  month  ago,  the 
decrease  being  caused  by  unfavor- 
able weather  conditions  In  the  West. 
For  wheat,  the  total  acreage  Is  now 
estimated  at  15,838,000  acres,  or  7  per 
cent,  more  <than  last  year.  Spring 
wheat  occupying  15,467,300  acres,  or 
10  per  cent,  more  than  last  year. 

For  oata  the  area  sown  is  now 
placed  at  13.784,000  acres,  or  4  per 
cent,  more  than  last  year:  for  Imrley 
tha  area  is  2,403,750  acres,  and  for 
rye  201,000  acres.  Peas  occupy  205,- 
730  acres,  mixed  grains  601,400  acres, 
hay  and  clover  901,260  acres,  and 
alfalfa  102,900  acres.  In  the  throe 
prairie  provinces  the  area  sown  to 
wheat  Is  14.964.000  acres,  comprising 
2,61S,000  acres  in  Manitoba.  9,101, UOO 
acres  in  Saskatchewan,  and  3,2'1'>,000 
In  Alberta. 

In  general,  the  condition  of  grain 
crops  in  the  Atlantic  provinces  is  not 
so  good  as  it  was  thin  time  last  year, 
and  there  also  is  a  slight  falling  oft 
from  a  month  ago,  but  the  prospects 
for  good  yields  are  fair.  In  Prince 
Edward  Island  -he  condition  of  wheat 
is  two  above,  in  Nova  Scotia  one  be- 
low and  In  New  Brunswick  one  above 
the  decennial  average.  Oats  are  two 
points  below  average  In,  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  and  Nova  Scotia,  but 
one  above  average  in  New  Bruns- 
t^ick.  In  Quebec  conditions  have 
gone  back  during  June,  but  are  still 
much  more  favorable  than  they  were 
a  year  ago.

British  and  American  Troops 
Have  Occupied  Kern,  on  the 
White  Sea— Ozecho-Slovaks 
Make  More  Progress. 


LONDON.  July  IS.— American  and 
Brltiah  troopa  have  occupied  tha 
whole  of  tha  Murmaa  coast,  in  North- 
ern Ruaata,  aaya  a  dlapatoh  from  Mos- 
cow to  the  Central  News  A««ncy  by 
way  of  Amsterdam. 

After  capturing  Kem.  a  railroad 
station  on  the  White  Sea  coast,  the 
dispatch  adda,  tha  American  and 
British  forces  advanced  toward  To- 
rokl.  the  Ruaalan  Bolabeviki  authorl- 
Uea  ha  vine   withdrawn  to  Nlrck. 

Tha  commanders  of  the  Entante 
Allied  forces  have  issued  an  appeal 
to  the  population  on  the  Murman 
coast  requestintr  help  against  Ger- 
many and  Finland.  It  Is  declared 
that  the  Murman  coast  is  Russian 
territory  under  the  protection  of  the 
Entente   Powers. 

M.  Tchltcherin.  the  Russion  For- 
eign Minister,  has  addressed  a  note 
to  Oreat  Britain  that  the  British  de- 
tachmenta  now  on  the  Murman  coast 
be  re-embarlied  without  delay,  says 
a  Central  News  dispatch  today  from 
Amstardam,  relaying  a  Moscow  dis- 
patch. 

There  at  Rusato's  Rcqneat 

LONDON.  July  16. — At  the  express 
request  of  Russia.  Allied  forces  are  on 
the  Murman  coast,  which  is  on  the 
Arctic  Ocean,  in  the  extreme  north  of 
Russia.  On  this  coast  there  are  sev- 
eral harbors  which  are  free  from  ice 
all  the  year  round  and  are  connected 
with  Petrograd  by  rail.  More  forces 
are  being  sent  and  the  local  popula- 
tion are  co-operating  with  the  troops 
which  already  have  arrived  to  defend 
these  railways.  Meanwhile  the  Ger- 
mans are  making  a  desperate  attempt 
to  secure  the  control  of  the  Murman 
coast.  They  need  the  harbors  for 
submarine  bases  now  that  Zeebrugge 
has  been  closed  and  Ostend  rendered 
of  little  value,  while  the  British  mine 
fields  make  It  even  more  dlfllcult  for 
their  submarines  to  reach  the  At- 
lantic. 

The  total  German  forces  in  Russia 
are  thirty-two  German  and  fifteen 
Austrian  divisions,  (fomposed  mostly 
of  old  and  inferior  men.  This  force 
is  spread  over  a  vast  area,  from 
Petrograd  to  the  Black  Sea. 

In  Finland,  threatening  the  Murman 
railway,  the  Germans  have  rather 
more  than  a  division,  but  the  bulk  of 
this  body  Is  in  the  south  and  not 
easily  within  marching  distance  of 
the  Murman  coast.  In  view  of  this 
situation,  Mr.  Stephen  Pichon,  the 
French  Foreign  Minister,  addressed 
the  foreign  committee  of  the  Chamber 
of  Deputies  on  the  subject,  and  pre- 
liminary steps  were  decided  on. 
Meanwhile  British  public  opinion  wel- 
comed the  news  that  something  Is  to 
be  done  to  aid  the  Russians  and  Is 
watching  eagerly  the  progress  of  af- 
fairs on  the  Murman  coast. 

Czechs  Capture  Kasaa 

LONDON,  Wednesday,  July  10. — 
Cxecho-Slovak  troops  have  captured 
the  city  of  Kazan,  430  miles  east  of 
Moscow,  an  Exchange  Telegraph  dis- 
patch fro  mCopenha^n  says  it  is  re- 
ported from  Moscow.  The  city  was 
taken  after  the  Bolsheviki  had  put  up 
violent  raaiatanca. 

Kazan  la  .  on  the  Kazanka  River, 
near  where  it  Joins  the  Kolga.  It  Is 
a  manufacturing  centre,  and  is-  the 
entry  port  between  Sibecla  and 
European  Russia.  Kazan  la  about 
100  miles  north  of  Simbirsk,  where 
the  Bolsheviki  Government  troops 
were  reported  to  have  defeated  the 
Czechs  last  week. 

AMSTERDAM,  July  15.— By  the 
capture  of  Kazan  the  Czecho-Slovaks 
have  become  masters  of  the  lower 
Volga,  aaya  a  dispatch  from  Moscow 
to  The  Berliner  Tageblatt.  The 
Czecho-Slovaks,  the  dispatch  adds, 
also  ara  utilizing  War  Miniatar  Trot- 
zky'a  mobilization  in  the  Ural  moun- 
taina,  on  the  Volga,  and  In  Siberia 
for  their  own  purposes  by  forming 
from  recruita  what  they  call  Black 
Guards. 

Events  in  Siberia 

PEKIN,  July  18.— The  Brltiah, 
French  and  Japanese  Ministers  to 
China  have  strongly  protested  to  Gen- 
eral Horvath,  the  antl-BolshevIki 
military  commander,  who  has  a  tem- 
porary war  cabinet  for  Siberia,  asking 
him  to  withdraw  his  dictatorship  pro- 
clamation on  the  ground  that  It  la 
unwiaa  and  untimely.  Tha  proclama- 
tion, tha  mlnistam  aay,  la  calculated 
to  cauae  a  aituation  which  may  im- 
pede the  movement  of  the  Czecho- 
slovaks, which  movement  at  the  pres- 
ent time  la  all-Important. 

Declaration  haa  been  made  by  tha 
Harbin  and  Vladlvoatek  groupa  of 
the  antl-Bolahevlkl  In  Siberia  that 
they  will  proceed  to  re-establish  order 
in  the  Far  East  against  the  Bolsheviki 
without  foreign  Intervention.  After- 
ward, according  to  their  plan,  a  pro- 
visional duma  will  ba  aaaambl^d,  of 
which  an  all-Siberian  conatltuent  aa- 
aembly  la  expected  to  ba  an  out- 
growth. Theaa  groupa  ara  endeavor- 
ing to  enliat  a  volunteer  army. 

The  poasibility  la  apparent  that  the 
Horvath  group  will  conaolldata  with 
tha  Vladlvoatok  party  and  avoid  fric- 
tion. It  appears  that  tha  city  dnnna 
of  Vladlvoatok  paaaed  a  reatrfutlon  on 
June  30  (or  acknowledgment  of  the 
autonomous  government  which  Gen- 
eral Horvath  claims  was  erected  In 
January  by  tha  Siberian  provisional 
duma.

Tloua  to  the  thinking  peraon.  That 
many  of  tbe  returned  soldiers  will  de- 
alre  to  seUle  in  the  vicinUy  of  clUea 
la  not  a  new  thought.  I  have  peraon - 
ally  dealt  with  thia  phase  of  the  sub- 
ject both  on  the  pUtform  and  in  the 
X^egialature.  I  have  suggested,  that 
many  of  the  home  sltee  adjacent  to 
our  cities  which  are  bought  in  by  the 
municipKllties  tfor  unpaid  taxes  might 
be  utilised  for  home  aitaa  for  returned 
men.  but  Juat  how  far  this  Is  practical 
without  creating  a  condition  of  con- 
geetlon  and  unemployment  is  prob'^ 
lematleal.  The  question  of  co-opera- 
tion between  the  Province  and  tha  Do- 
minion so  aa  to  make  available  the 
Dominion  loan  to  returned  soldiers 
waa  Uken  up  by  myself  with  the  Sol- 
diers' Settlement  Board  at  OtUwa. 
and  an  arrangement  made  which  a 
representative  of  the  Soldiers  Settle- 
ment Board  who  was  in  the  city  a  few 
days  ago  stated  was  ample  for  pree- 
ent  requirements.  I  think  it  only  fair 
to  the  Government  and  to  the  city 
representatlvee  to  say  that  Mr.  Otolma 
is  not  thw  only  pereon  who  is  actually 
tnUrested  in  the  welfare  of  the  re- 
turned aoldler;  in  fact,  there  is  not  a 
person  in  the  L,eglslature  who  la  not 
active  in  thia  respect. 

If  you  will  permit  me,  let  me  say 
that  the  Idea  of  community  settlement 
for  returned  soldiers  must  not  be  sum- 
marily dismissed.  We  have  large 
areas  of  wild  and  unproductive  lands. 
The  returned  soldier  himself  Is  de- 
manding that  landa  shall  be  reserved 
exclusively  for  returned  soldiers.  If 
this  Is  to  be  done,  it  Is  obvious  that 
close  as  compared  to  scattered  settle- 
ment is  preferable.  By  close  settle- 
ment the  services  of  expert  and  experi- 
enced men  can  be  made  more  easily 
and  economically  secured  for  the  as- 
sistance and  advising  of  these  men. 
We  must  not  be  confined  to  any  cast- 
iron  line  of  policy,  but  must  adjust 
the  policy  to  meet  the  conditions. 

I  note  In  another  part  of  your  Sun- 
day's Issue  a  reference  to  the  quality 
of  landa  opened  for  returned  soldiers 
at  Porpoise  Bay.  This  land  Is  repre- 
sented as  suitable  for  raising  rockn 
and  breaking  hearts.  The  Government 
4  are  not  reepooalble  lor  the  quality  of 
these  lands;  they  are  not  urging  sol- 
diers to  settle  thereon.  These  lands, 
such  as  they  are,  are  open  to  settle- 
ment, and  the  Government  are  giving 
to  returned  soldiers  the  first  right  to 
acquire  them  or  any  of  them  If  they 
choose  to  do  so. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Hon.  Minister 
of  Lands  that  a  survey  party  has  been 
sent  into  the  Stewart  Lake  District 
for  the  purpose  of  subdividing  and 
thoroughly  examining  a  large  block  of 
reverted  lands,  an<f  that  nearly  all  the 
men  on  this  party  are  returned  sol- 
diers who  have  been  selected  so  that 
Information  gathered  by  returned  men 
may  be  available  for  other  returned 
men.  I  think  if  the  returned  soldier 
and  the  public  generally  knew  what 
efforts  the  Government  are  making  to 
deal  with  the  situation  that  there 
would  be  more  approval  and  less 
sneering  criticism.

What  Canada  la  doing  In  the  way 
of  shipping  food  products  to  the 
Allies  Is  a  remarkable  tribute  to  In- 
creased production  in  this  country. 
There  haa  been  an  Increase  of  122,- 
000,000  pounds  of  pork  over  the  aver- 
age annual  shipments  for  three  years 
tofore  the  war.  Beef  exports  have  In- 
creased 74,000,000  pounds;  cheese. 
30,000.000  pounds;  butter,  12.000.000 
pounds,  and  eggs.  16,000,000  dosen. 
Much  of  this  showing  must  be  due  to 
increased  production,  though  possibly 
some  of  It  can  be  traced  to  the  con- 
servation methods  adopted.  We  have 
half  learned  one  good  economic  les- 
son from  the  war  and  that  Is  the  elim- 
ination of  waste.

Land  Scttlmtent 
Sir, — Tour  Issue  of  Sunday  morn- 
ing waa  more  than  usually  Interest- 
ing to  ms.  Under  the  heading  of 
"Land  for  Soldiers."  you  very  properly 
give  the  new  member  for  Victoria 
credit  for  taking  up  the  question  of 
land  for  soldiers  with  myself — and 
were  It  not  for  the  fact  that  the  tenor 
of  your  article  would  leave  the  Im- 
pression that  were  It  not  for  the  action 
of  Mr.  Glolma  little  or  nothing  had 
been  or  would  be  done  in  reapect  to 
obtaining  land  for  soldiers  I  would 
not  trouble  you  with  this  letter. 

The  Interview  between  myself  and 
Mr.  Ololma  was  almost  entirely  con- 
fined to  a  discussion  of  what  the 
policy  of  the  Government  was  and  how 
this  policy  could  be  carried  out  with 
the  legislation  on  the  ntatute  boolts. 
Mr.  Oiolma  suggested  several  hypo- 
thetical cases  and  Inquired  how  such 
caaea  could  be  met.  My  explanation 
of  how  the  statute  was  designed  to 
operate  apparently  was  agreeable  to 
Mr.  Glolma,  as  he  expressed  himself 
as  pleased  with  the  explanations  given. 
As  far  as  I  remember,  Mr.  Glolma 
made  no  euggeatlon  that  the  present 
legislation  should  be  amended  or  that 
the  construction  placed  upon  it  waa 
not  favorable  to  the  returned  man. 

Mr.  Glolma  wanted  to  know  If  a  re- 
turned man  would  be  allowed  to  pick 
out  a  piece  of  land  for  himself  In  a 
settled  community,  and  I  explained  to 
him  that  whilat  this  was  a  method  of 
selecting  land  which  I  had  not  con- 
aldered  yet.  the  legislation  waa  broad 
enough  to  permit  of  thia  being  done. 
I  am  under  the  Impreaaion  that  Mr. 
Glolma  waa  aomawhat  aurprised  to 
rind  that  his  repreeentatlons  had  been 
anticipated  and  provided  for  by  legia- 
Utlon  long  before  he  had  his  present 
standing.  Mr.  Glolma  waa  assured 
that  if  he  would  bring  actual  or  hypo- 
thetical cases  to  my  notice  that 
they  would  reeahre  my  pafaonal  atten- 
Uon.

Shipbuilding  In  Victoria 

S*"", — That  there  Is  a  great  deal  of 
dissatisfaction  In  the  city  caused  by 
the  slackness  of  this  Industry  cannot 
be  doubted,  and  a  few  words  from 
myself  as  to  the  terms  upon  which 
the  shipbuilding  sites  are  held  may 
not  be  amiss  at  this  time. 

The  Cameron -Genoa  Co.  obUlned  a 
lease  for  two  years  as  from  June  «, 
1916,  with  a  right  to  renew  for 
another  year  provided  the  site  was  lir 
uss  for  shipbuilding  and  not  Imme- 
diately required  for  railway  purposes. 
The  Cameron-Genoa  Co.  assigned  to 
the  Imperial  Munitions  Board  and 
the  latter  have  applied  for  approval 
of  the  assignment  and  a  renewal  of 
the  lease..  Both  of  these  applications 
are  held  in  abeyance  awaiting  devel- 
opments. 

/  The  Imperial  Munitions  Board  hold 
a  lease  of  the  other  site  for  one  year 
from  June  6.  1917,  and  renewable 
from  month  to  month  as  long  aa  the 
site  Is  required  to  build  ships  for  the 
Imperial  Munitions  Board.  The  Hon. 
John  Hart  and  Messrs.  Hall  and  Bell 
have  been  very  active  In  urging  that 
special  efforts  should  be  made  to 
secure  further  orders  for  shipbuild- 
ing In  Victoria.  I  had  this  matter  up 
with  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle  and  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Ballantyne,  when  at  Ottawa  and 
very  recently  I  have  had  both  inter- 
views and  written  communications 
with  Mr.  Butchart.  of  the  Imperial 
Munitions  Board.  From  Information 
gathered  I  am  unable  to  say  why 
with  shipbuilding  so  active  In  other 
t-lnccs  Victoria  should  be  almost 
deserted  by  this  industry.  If  it  can 
be  shown  that  there  Is  any  obstacle 
which  the  Government  can  remove 
iiuch  removal  will  quickly  be  effected. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  the 
third  member  for  Victoria,  Mr.  HhII, 
has  been  unsparing  in  his  effoitc  to 
secure  a  renewal  of  the  shipbuilding 
Industry  in  Victoria.

— Pemaps  the  most  difficult 
phase  of  the  wage  question  under 
the  new  system  is  to  decide  whether 
all  shaJI  receive  equal  thorough  train- 
ing, given  equal  adequate  service  and 
receive  equal  pay,  or  Whether  the  pay 
shall  be  granted  according  to  the 
amount  of  work  and  quality.  On  the 
principle  that  being  a  National  co- 
operation Issue,  where  the  state  Is 
responsible  for  the  kind  of  Individual 
It  produces  and  stands  to  gain  or 
lose  by  the  results,  the  day's  wage 
should  not  be  considered  so  much 
as  an  amount  earned  as  a  recognised' 
share  of  the  results  of  co-oparatlon 
effort,  bearing  In  mind  that  a  large 
part  of  each  day  la  still  free  to  the 
Individual  effort  to  the  betterment  of 
one's  lot.  or  for  recreation  or  im- 
provement. Thoaa  who  through  no 
fault  of  their  own  are  Incapacitated 
from  full  or  part  aervice  ahould  also 
receive  an  equal  day'a  allowance 
which  alao  should  apply  to  the  aged 
and  hiflrm,  all  of  which  would  fall 
lightly  on  the  universal  service 
system.  This  is  a  matter  on  which 
I  would  particularly  like  the  views 
of  othera.  Doaa  it  matter  whether  a 
man's  worK  raaulta  In  a  maximum  or 
minimum  crop  aa  regards  his  title 
to  a  faW  reward  for  faithful  and 
efficient  aarvlce  rendarad?

INCREASE  IN  RATES 
EFFECTIVE  AUGUST  1 

OTTAWA.  July  15.— The  order  of 
the  Railway  Board  increasing  by  26 
per  cent,  certain  commodity  rates 
from  Eastern  Canada  to  Pacific  Coast 
points  will,  it  is  expected,  go  Into  ef- 
fect on  August  1.  the  date  mentioned 
In  the  order.  A  number  of  objections 
to  the  proposed  rates  have  been  re- 
ceived from  Western  Boards  of  Trade 
and  other  public  bodies.  It  was  stat- 
ed today  that  these  objections  are  not 
likely  to  be  heard  before  Septem- 
ber. The  increase  In  rates  was  due 
to  the  authorization  of  a  25  per  cent, 
advance  in  through  commodity  rates 
In  the  United  States,  which  puts  the 
Cauadlan  roads  at  a  diss  da  vantage. 


Another  of  Victoria's  most  promis- 
ing young  athletes  has  given  his  lite 
while  serving.  Flight  Lieut,  J,  Cecil 
Humphreys,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  J.  Humphreys,  of  924  Selkirk 
Avenue,  this  city,  waa  drowned  near 
Deseronto  about  noon  yesterday  as 
the  result  of  a  flying  accident,  his 
machine  falling  in  the  water  of  Long 
Reach  C?naKnTI"  between 
and   Picton. 

The  news  will  be  read  with  wide- 
spread regret,  as  the  young  airman 
was  a  general  favorite  In  the  city, 
both  with  his  former  colleagues  of 
the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia,  on  the 
staff  of  which  he  was  for  some  time, 
and  in  the  various  athletic  and  sports 
organisations,  where  he  was  generally 
recognized  as  one  of  the  best  all- 
round  athletes  among  the  younger 
generation. 

He  left  the  city  just  about  a  year 
ago  to  Join  the  Royal  Flying  Corpa, 
and  from  the  moment  he  began  his 
training  at  Toronto  it  was  predicted 
by  his  Instructors  that  he  would  make 
an  ideal  aviator,  having  a  quick  eye 
and  a  cool  head.  Before  the  cadets 
left  OnUrio  for  the  Winter  training 
camp  in  Texas  he  had  broken  all 
novices'  records  at  Camp  Rathbun  by 
making  a  six  and  a  half-hour  solo 
flight  after  only  two  hours'  instruc- 
tion. In  Texas  he  quickly  passed  all 
the  qualification  tests,  and  was  eager- 
ly  anticipating  going  overseas  to  enter 
the  fighting  branch  of  the  Air  Ser- 
vice when  he  was  appointed  as  In- 
structor at  Forth  Worth.  This,  it  is 
understood,  was  a  considerable  dis- 
appointment to  him.  as  he  had  hoped 
to  get  across  to  France  as  soon  as  he 
finished  his  own  training.  His  ser- 
vices, however,  were  evidently  con- 
sidered to  be  Indispensable  at  home 
In  the  capacity  of  trainer,  and  even 
when  the  Canadian  flying  school  was 
brought  back  to  Ontario  after  the 
Winter  camp  in  Texas  was  closed  he 
was  retained  as  Inspector. 

His  brother.  Lieut.  D.  H.  Humph- 
reys, waa  reported  wounded  in  an 
aerial  flgbt  last  October  and  waa 
sent  home  to  England.  Mrs.  Humph- 
reys, his  mother,  went  to  England 
more  than  a  year  ago  to  be  with  his 
brother  during  a  long  Illness,  and  Is 
at  present  in  Manchester.  The  father 
Is  in  charge  of  the  canteen  at  Black 
Rock  Battery. 

Flight  Lieut.  Humphreys  was  an 
active  member  of  the  Victoria  Lawn 
Tennis  Club  and  of  the  United  Ser- 
vice Oolf  Club.

BELGIUM  AS  PLEDGE 
FOR  GERMAN  COLONIES 

COPENHAOEN.  July  IS.— Chancel- 
lor  von  HertUng's  pronouncement  on 
Belgium  is  regarded  in  high  German 
political  circles,  says  a  dispatch  from 
Berlin  to  The  Polltiken,  as  merely  a 
concrete  statement  of  the  position 
long  maintained  by  the  Oerman  Gov- 
ernment, namely,  that  Belgium  is  only 
a  pawn  for  Germany's  use  at  the 
peacs  uble.     The  dispatch  adds: 

"President  Wilson's  speeches  had 
given  the  world  the  idea  that  Ger- 
many hoped  to  retain  Belgium.'  and 
because  of  this  a  concrete  statement 
was   deemed    necessary. 

"German  officials  take  it  for  grant- 
ed that  Germany  will  be  compensated 
for  the  return  of  Belgium  by  getting 
back  all  her  colonies  and  obtaining 
free  routes  to  them. 

"The  fate  of  Belgtam."  according 
to  these  officials,  "depends  upon 
whether  the  Entente  will  accept  these 
conditions.  If  the  Entente  tries  to 
enforce  a  policy  of  taking  away  the 
German  colonlea  and  In  cutting  Ger- 
many off  from  the  outside  world, 
then  Germany  won't  surrender  Bel- 
glum."

WORK  ON  EXTENSION 

OF  P^.  RAILWAY 

VANCOUVER,  July  16. — Provincial 
Engineer  A.  F.  Proctor  is  passing 
through  Vancouver  today  on  his  way 
to  Clinton  to  start  operations  at  once 
for  the  extension  of  the  Pacific  Great 
Eastern  Railroad  to  a  point  fifty- 
seven  miles  north  of  Clinton.

Sometbiny  ot  tho  hiatory.  achioTa- 
m.nts  and  hopes  of  the  Royal  Naval 
College  which  ia  belns  removed  hare 
from  Halifax  and  the  claaaea  of  which 
will  bevin  about  the  midd|le  of  Sep- 
tember, waa  told  to  a  Coloniat  re- 
porter by  the  Director  of  Naval 
Btudiea,  B.  N.  Hartley.  R.N.,  who 
reached  the  city  on  Saturday  laat. 
preparatory  to  uking  up  hla  reaid- 
ence  here. 

The  colleve  waa  opened  at  Halifax 
In  1911  in  the  old  Naval  Hoapltal  at 
Halifax  Dockyard,  atartins  with 
twenty-one  cadeta,  who  aa  ploneera, 
made  the  traditlona  for  the  collate. 
They  had  a  period  of  tralninc.  than, 
when  the  time  came,  went  to  aea  In 
H.M.8.  Berwick  for  a  year,  returning 
to  the  colleKO  at  the  beflrlnnlns  of 
1914  and  receivlni^  an  extra  courae  at 
the  college. 

"They  were  due  to  leave  ua  when 
the  war  broke  out,  and  were  divided 
up  amons  Imperial  ahipa,  four  of 
them  coins  to  the  Good  Hope  and 
beinc  loat  with  her."  recalled  the  naval 
instructor,  who  alao  noted  here  that 
one  of  the  four,  a  boy  called  Palmer, 
wan  one  of  the  moat  promiaing  cadets 
the   college   had    ever    had. 

Also  among  the  pioneer  cadeta  waa 
Maltland  Dougal.  of  Duncan.  "A 
splendid  officer,  very  clever,"  obaerv- 
ed  Mr.  Hartley,  speaking  of  this 
British  Columbia  boy.  The  boys  from 
the  West,  who  formed  about  a  quarter 
of  the  college  roster,  had  always 
made  good  students,  however. 
College  Work 


that  are  iBvanted  ta  the  way  of  marine 
eefflBee,  etc 


The  aubject  of  acamaaahip  la  under 
the  Commander  and  Kirst  Lieutenant. 
Signalling,  the  rulc-of-tho-road.  knotting 
and  spllctag,  bow  to  manage  boats  under 
aall — these  are  all  required  before  the 
cadet  Is  eligible  to  join  a  ship. 

"We  have'  ^eard  from  ofAeers  of  the 
Grand  Fleet  that  the  boys  from  our 
college  are  thoroughly  well  liked."  said 
the  speaker  when  asked  about  the 
standing  of  the  Canadian  school.  The 
staff,  it  will  be  noticed  by  any  who 
have  studied  the  list  already  given  the 
Colontat  by  the  Bag. -Ueut. -Commander. 
la  made  up  of  flrst-class  men.  one  from 
Cambridge,  one  from  Oxford,  one  from 
licOill  and  two  from  Toronto.  The 
First  Lieutenant  of  the  college  was  one 
of  the  flrst  Cad-ts  to  Join,  and  since 
leaving  the  school  as  a  student  he  has 
served  In  the  Berwick  and  for  %wo 
years  in   the  North   Se*. 


There  are  quite  definite  age-llmlta 
for  cadets,  entrants  to  be  14-16  years 
on  the  flrst  of  July  of  the  year  of 
entry.  Applicants  must  also  have 
lived  two  years  in  Canada.  It  ia  a 
three-year  courae,  but  during  the  war 
the  coatom  has  been  to  let  the  boya 
go.  If  they  can  pass  their  examina- 
tion, at  two  and  a  half  yeara.  The 
maximum  accommodation  of  the  col- 
lege aa  it  ia  to  be  esUblished  here 
will  be  fifty.  Only  about  sixteen  new 
cadeta  are  coming  in  this  year  unless 
Bome  Victoria  or  British  Columbia 
boys  come  forward,  and  In  this  con- 
nection it  is  understood  that  it  is 
quite  posaible  that  if  arty  brilliant  boys 
out  here  apply  to  the  naval  inatructor 
for  admission  between  now  and  the 
middle  of  September — when  the  col- 
lege will  open — they  will  be  accepted 
without  examination  other  than  oral. 
Accommodation 

ipie  college,  as  most  people  here 
now  know,  will  be  in  the  Dockyard. 
Esquimau.  The  arrangement  ia  that 
the  cadets  will  live  there  in  a  tempor- 
ary building  Which  will  have  ample 
accommodation  for  living  purposes, 
while  a  aeparate  building  is  being  al- 
tered t<^  serve  the  purposes  of  class 
rooms,  laboratories  for  physics, 
chemistry,  seamanship,  etc. 

"The  only  problem  at  present  that 
Ksquimalt  has  to  do  with  is  the  qufs- 
tion  of  a  recreation  grodhd,"  said  Mr. 
Hartley.  Something  in  the  way  of 
a  field  which  could  be  used  for 
cricket  and  football  la  very  badly 
needed,  but  In  all  probability  some- 
thing suitable  will  be  found  available 
before   the   achool   opena. 

For  those  who  contemplate  sending 
their  boys  to  the  college  now  that  It 
has  been  brought  right  to  the  door  of 
families  who  have  been  hindered  chiefly 
by  a  consideration  of  distance  from 
sending  their  sons  to  Halifax,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  hear  first-hand  what  con- 
stitutes a  working  day's  routine  for  the 
students. 

Xealthy  MaeipUae 

The  training  is  of  a  character  which 
should  appeal  to  fathers  who  believe  in 
healthy  discipline,  physical  and  mental, 
as  essential  to  any  system  of  training. 
Boys  rise  at  <:30  in  the  morning.  There 
follows  at  once  the  cold  bath,  followed 
by  a  cup  of  cocoa  and  a  biscuit.  In 
the  Summer  the  boys  go  out  for  half 
an  hour's  sailing,  to  return  at  •  o'clock 
for  breakfast.  At  nine  o'clock  studies 
begin.  The  routine  varies  considerably 
during  the  week,  and,  according  to  their 
standing,  the  Cadets  take  mathematics, 
phyalcB.  mechanics,  chemistry,  history 
(Kngllsh  and  French).  geography, 
French,  navigation  and  pilotage. 

The  more  technical  subjects  are  en- 
gineering and  seamanship.  There  are 
two  officers  for  engineering,  which  is 
quite  a  feature  of  the  college,  and  one 
of  the  reasons  why  the  Naval  College 
Is  so  Immensely  popular  with  the  boy> 
is  that  it  gives  right  through  a  very 
good  balance  of  practical  work  along- 
side the  more  monotonous  class  room 
subjects.  The  curriculum  on, the  whole 
Is  adapted  to  the  lines  laid'  down  in 
the  British  schools.  About  ten  hours  a 
week  out  of'  the  IS  teaching  hours  are 
devoted  to  engineering.  Everything  in 
the  way  of  equipment  is  kept  quite  up 
to  date,  so  that  the  students  are  made 
acquainted  *wlth  the  very  latest  things 


The  outer  walls  of  the  college  build- 
ing at  Halifax  must  have  been  very 
solid  In  their  construction,  as  these 
alone  stood  Intact  after  the  big  explo- 
sion last  year  when  the  inner  parti- 
tions were  blown  down  and  the  equip- 
ment and  major  portion  nf  the  con- 
tents wrecked.  Most  of  the  equip- 
ment has  been  replaced,  and  despite 
the  baa  shock  which  the  students  as 
well  as  the  mere  buildings  suffered  only 
about  three  weeks  were  lost  by  the 
achool.  The  military  authorities  saved 
the  situation  by  generously  stepping 
forward  with  the  offer  of  accommoda- 
tion at  Kingston,  and  work  was  recom- 
menced about  the  middle  of  February, 
with  the  majority  of  the  cadets  answer- 
ing  to   the   roll. 

Victoria  offers  a  well-nlgh  Ideal  clim- 
ate for  a  school  which  gives  so  much  of 
its  training  on 'the  water  and  in  tlio 
open,  and  it  may  be  anticipated  that  in 
other  respects  ^he  city  will  maintain  its 
traditional  sympathy  toward  naval  es- 
tablishments. 


PIONEER  OF  1858 
Goto  RUSH  OIES 


Mr.  Henry  Gri'bble  Went  to  Cali- 
fornia, Then  Came  to  Vic- 
toria for  Fraser  River 
Stampede. 


Mr.  Henry  Gribble,  one  of  the  pio- 
neers of  the  Fraser  River  gold  rush 
in  1858,  died  at  St.  Joseph's  HospiUl 
on  Sunday  at  midnight.  Born  in 
Ivondon.  England,  in  1830,  he  was 
educated  in  the  English  schools. 
Leaving  England  in  1849  for  South 
America,  he  spent  some  time  in 
Brazil.  Returning  to  England,  he  set 
sail  for  California  on  a  sailing  vessel, 
the  trip  taking  over  six  months. 

After  spending  eight  years  in  Cali- 
fornia at  placer  mining,  he  took  pas- 
sage in  1868  with  many  others  on  the 
old  steaiher  Republic  for  Victoria. 
The  Surprise,  the  first  steamer  leav- 
ing for  the  Fraser  River,  took  him  to 
the  scene  of  the  gold  stampede.  The 
Indians  were  so  fierce  at  that  time 
that  the  miners  had  to  keep  their 
guns  oloae  at  hand  all  the  time.  Mr. 
Gribble  helped  to  put  in  the  flrst 
alulce  boxea,  which  were  hewn  out  of 
logs. 

After  mining  for  several  years  do- 
ceaaed  returned  to  Victoria,  where  he 
opened  Oribble's  Toy  Shop.  Ho  held 
the  position  of  alderman  in  the  city 
for  one  term,  was  a  volunteer  of  the 
Are  department,  and  was  one  of  the 
oldest  members  of  the  ▲.O.U.W. 

He  leaves  a  son,  Mr.  J.  E.  Grihhie, 
of  Rudlin  Avenue;    a  daughter.   Miaa 

A,  B.  Gribble,  1326  Pandora  Avenue, 
and  one  grandaon,  Franklin  J.  Grib- 
ble. 

Mr.  Gribble  was  88  yeara  of  age  and 
had  been  in  Victoria  for  sixty  yeara. 
He  haa  been  blind  for  the  laat  twelve 
yeara.  Otherwiae  enjoying  good 
health  until  three  weeks  ago,  Mr. 
Gribble  had  a  cheerful  disposition  and 
a  wonderful  memory.  He  could  talk 
on  any  subject  and  took  a  great  inter- 
eat  in  the  war.  Hia  mental  facultiea 
were  unimpaired  until  the  laat.

B.  C.  Funeral  chapel  and  will  be  there 
until  Wedneaday  morning.  The 
funeral  will  take  place  from  the  fam- 
ily residence  on  Wednesday  at  4:16,

AieMEN  ASSAIL 
SECONDHAND  TRADE 


Contend  There  Should  Be  Limit 
to  Spread  of  Junk  Stores — 
Fifty-One  Are  Now  Operat- 
ing in  Victoria. 


Aid.  Walker,  whose  bitter  opposi- 
tion to  the  "peaceful  penetration"  of 
Junk  and  second-hand  dealers  has  oft- 
times  been  voiced  in  the  City  Council, 
nianaged  to  get  last  night  the  infor- 
mation that  he  has  long  been  seeking 
— Just  how  many  second-hand  stores 
Victoria  has. 

Hardly  a  meeting  has  passed  within 
the  past  few  months  without  the  re- 
ceipt of  an  application  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  new  second-hand  store 
in  Victoria.  Aid.  Walker,  with  Just 
as  much  regularity,  has  taken  the  op- 
portunity of  saying  it  waa  time  that 
the  spread  of  Junk  atorea  into  the 
reaidenttai  aectiona  ahould  be  cheeked. 

There  are  Just  flfty-one  second- 
hand and  Junk  stores  in  Victoria  to- 
day, according  to  a  report  presented 
by  City  Treasurer  and  Collector  Ed- 
win C.  Smith.  No  pawnbrokers  now 
have  licences  to  carry  on  their  busi- 
ness; in  fact,  none  have  been  issifed 
since  July  15,  1916,  as  those  in  the 
business — two  whites  and  one  Chinese 
- — were  unable  to  carry  on  in  the  face 
of  being  compelled  to  stick  to  the  low 
Interest  allowed  by  law  to  be  charged 
on  loans,  and  secondly  on  account  of 
the  high  licence  fees. 

"ScTcu  Dials"  in  Victoria 

When  the  matter  was  last  discussed 
Aid.  Fullerton  asserted  that  some  setjy 
tions  of  the  city  were  beginning  to 
look  like  Seven  Dials,  Liondon's 
Bowery  district.  "They  are  not  con- 
tent with  taking  stores."  he  asserted. 
"The  Junk  dealers  aro  invading  the 
residential  streets  and  taking  dwell- 
Ihgs^fortTie  dIspTay  of  Iheir  wares." 
"The  people  should  have  the  right 
to  say  whether  or  not  they  have 
these  stores  located  next  them,"  said 
Aid.  Walker. 

Aid.  Sargent  contended  that  sec- 
ond-hand storec  were  "cutting  in  on" 
the  ti-ade  of  other  dealers,  and  he 
protested  against  their  "voluminous 
and  indiscriminate"  licensing. 

Aid.  Androa  took  another  view.  "It 
is  a  sign  of  business,"  he  said.  "It 
shews  that  things  are  moving.  These 
stores  are  occupying  space  that  other- 
wise would  be  vacant.  And,  besides, 
I  have  got  lota  of  bargains  at  second- 
hand stores.  They  are  a  good  thing 
for  a  city  to  have." 

Meanwhile  the  stream  of  new  sec- 
ond-hand ?tore  applications  continues. 
Mr.  Hymer  Kramer,  a  Russian  Jew, 
is  the  latest  to  appear  before  the 
Council.  His  papers  were  referred  tb 
Chief  of  Police  Langley.

Eating:  brown  bread  and  cutting  out 
white  bread  Is  mistaken  patriotism. 
Many  people  imagined  that  they  wera 
doins  their  bit  toward  food  conserva- 
tion when  they  quit  buying  white 
bread,  but  in  reality  they  are  atealing 
the  food  that  ia  essential  to  the  young 
animals,  such  aa  hogleta,  etc.  Bakers 
are  using  10  per  cent  of  substitutes 
mixed  with  their  white  flour,  and  this 
amount  will  be  raised  to  20  per  cent 
as  soon  as  the  substitutes  may  be  ob- 
tained in  large  enough  quantities. 
When  the  Food  Controller  waa  told  of 
the  mistaken  idea  moat  people  had 
about  the  patriotism  of  brown  bread, 
he  asked  the  bakers  to  educate  them. 
Plain  brown  bread  contains  the  essen- 
tial food  for  growing  animals,  so  folks 
are  asked  to  buy  the  white  bread, 
against  which  there  haa  been  no  com- 
plaint. 

Most  of  the  mills  throughout  Can- 
ada will  probably  be  closing  within  a 
few  days  and  will  stay  Idle  until  the 
new  crop  is  cut  and  ready  in  Septem- 
ber. The  idleness  of  the  mills  will  be 
about  a  month  longer  thia  year  than  in 
previous  years. 


MR.  SCHWAB  UNABLE 
TO  VISIT  VICTORIA 


U.S.  Shipbuilding  Chief  Ex- 
presses Hope  of  Returning 
West,  But  Says  Present  Of- 
ficial Duties  Too  Pressing. 


Lack  of  time  and  preaauro  of  offl- 
clal  duties  have  made  it  impoaslble'for 
Mr.  Charlea  M.  Schwab,  steel  king  and 
director-general  of  the  United  States 
Emergency  Fleet  Corporation.  to 
speak  before  the  Canadian  Club  in 
Victoria. 

Correspondence  between  Mr.  John 
Cochrane,  president  of  the  Canadian 
Club,  and  Mr.  Schwab,  which  haa 
been  going  on  for  the  past  threa  or 
four  weeks,  closed  yesterday  with  a 
wire  from  Mr.  Schwab  at  Portland, 
expressing  regret  In  being  unabia  to 
accept  tha  club's  InTHatlon. 

"My  time  in  the  Wast."  wrote  Mr. 
Schwab,  "Is  very  limited,  and,  much 
as  I  should  Uke  to  Tlslt  your  delight- 
ful city.  It  is  utterly  ImpoMlble  to  do 
•o,  as  I  must  return  to  tha  Eaat  at 
tb«  earllast  poaslbl*  moment.  Mn- 
carely  hope  that  an  opportanttjr  to 
vlait  your  city  may  praaaat  Usalf  at 
a  Uter  date."

An  Invitation  from  the  Metal  Tradea

Cross  reported  that  in  response  to 
the  invitation  he  had  written  suggest- 
nlg  that  representatives  of  the  Metal 
Trades  Council  would  be  welcomed  at 
the  Wln-the-War  Leagues  Meeting 
but  apparently  none  had  come.  The 
communication  from  the  Metal  Trades 
Council,  he  thought,  had  hinted  that 
there  are  reasons  for  the  apparent 
failure  of  Victoria  yards  to  secure 
more  contracts  and  that  was  why  he 
had  suggested  that  representatives 
from  that  body  might  be  present  to 
explain. 

Tisleas  of  BolshsTlam 

Mr.  F.  Giolma.  M.P.,  thought  the  Met- 
al Trades  Council  had  made  Itself  quite 
clear.  It  desired  all  bodies  to  get  to- 
gether to  the  end  that  something  might 
bo  done  to  revive  the  shipbuilding  In- 
dustry and  he  suggested  delegates  of 
the  Wln-the-War  League  should  attend 
the  meeting  next  Thursday  night  at  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  Hall,  whereat  ar- 
rangements for  the  Saturday  public 
demonstration   will   be   made. 

That  it  might  be  fitting  to  Inquire

SUPPd  EFFORT  TO 
e  RAIL  FACILITIES 


Win-the-War  League  Heartily 
Back  Up  Premier's  Plan  to 
Have  Steel  Laid  on  C.N. P. 
Right-of-Way. 


Support  of  the  efforts  of  Premier 
Oliver  to  secure  prompt  action  by  the 
Federal  Government  in  the  laying  of 
rails  on  portions  of  the  C.N.R.  right- 
of-way  on  Vancouver  Island  •  to  the 
end  that  the  spruce  areas  adjacent  to 
Sooke  and  In  the  Nitlnat  Lake  coun- 
try may  be  made  readily  accessible 
for  war  purposes,  was  accorded  by 
the  Win-the-War  League  at  a  meet- 
ing held  last  evening  at  Belmont 
House. 

A  resolution  calling  upon  Hon.  C. 
Doherty,  Aeting-PreAiier  of  Canada, 
and  his  confreres  of  the  Federal  cab- 
inet to  comply  with  the  request  of 
Pk^mler  Oliver  in  order  that  imme- 
diate track-laying  operations  may  be 
undertaken  on  the  basto  of  the  plan 
proposed  by  the  Utter  to  Hon.  Dr. 
Raid,  Minister  of  Rallwaya  and 
Canals,  was  unanimously  passed  in 
ths  following  terms: 

"Whereas,  the  Empire  has  urgent 
need  of  spruce  for  aeroplane  pur- 
poses; 

"And  whereas,  in  the  area  known 
as  the  Nitlnat  Valley  are  large  quan- 
tities of  valuable  spruce  timber: 

"And  whereas,  the  grade  of  the 
C.N.P.  Railway  through  this  district 
is  already  completed  and  only  awaits 
the  laying  of  the  necessary  steel; 

"And  whereas,  such  steel  is  avail- 
able at  the  mandate  of  the  Honorable 
Minister  of  Railways; 

"And  whereas,  for  some  unaccount- 
able reason,  the  Minister  has  withheld 
his  consent  despite  the  urgent  plead- 
ing of  Hon.  John  Oliver,  Prime  Min- 

Istar  of  Srltlsh  Columbia; 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  this 
meeting  of  the  Win-the-War  League 
urges  upon  Hon.  C.  Doherty.  Acting- 
Premier  of  Canada,  and  upon  the 
Federal  Oovernraent  to  comply  with 
the  request  of  the  Hon.  John  Oliver 
without  further  delay." 

Forwarded  to  Premier 
The  text  of  the  above  resolution 
was  telegraphed  last  night  to  Premier 
Oliver,  now  en  route  to  Ottawa,  where 
he  wlU  seek  in  person  to  achieve  what 
a  lengthy  telegraphic  correspondence 
with  Hon.  Dr.  Reid  has  failed  to 
achieve — the  laying  of  rails  on  the 
section  of  the  C.N.P.  right-of-way 
from  Colwood  to  Sooke  and  from  Cow- 
Ichan  Lake  to  Nitlnat  Lake,  a  work 
urgently  advocated  by  represenUtives 
of  the  Aeronautical  Branch  of  the 
Imperial  Munitions  Board,  by  which 
the  work  of  getting  out  spruce  for 
aeroplane  purposes  is  being  pushed  In 
this  Province. 

The  situation  resulting  from  the 
failure  of  the  Federal  Minister  to 
carry  out  the  plan  proposed  by  Pre- 
mier Oliver  induced  the  Wln-the-War 
League  to  take  steps  to  back  up  the 
Premier's  efCorU  to  the  end  that  this 
Important  war  measure  might  be 
prosecuted,  and  last  night's  meeting 
evinced  in  no  uncertain  fashion  Its 
opinion  of  the  necessity  of  the  Do- 
minion immediately  providing  the 
needed  transportation  facilities.  There 
was  but  a  limited  attendance,  but  the 
spirit  of  the  gathering  was  manifest. 
Hon.  John  Hart,  Minister  of  Finance, 
was  present  In  response  to  the  re- 
quest of  the  president,  Mr.  C.  T.  Cross, 
to  glva  whatever  Information  might 
be  dealred  regarding  the  attitude  of 
the  Province  in  its  negotiations  with 
the  Federal  Minister  of  Railways. 

President  Cross  outlined  the  steps 
taken  by  Premier  Oliver  to  Induce  the 
Federal  Qovernment  to  act  and  express- 
ed his  opinion  that  the  Premiers  action 
was  most  timely  and  that  the  League 
should  heartily  support  the^atter  In  his 
efforts. 

OeadeauMd  Xiaister 
A  lengthy  resolution  presented  by  Mr. 
Frank  Hlfglns  occasioned  some  objec- 
tion. In  presslngr  the  Dominion  to  Im- 
mediately proceed  with  rail-laying  as 
requested  by  Premier  Oliver,  It  levelled 
some  criticism  at  that  government,  set- 
ting forth  that  "through  the  apparent 
unconcern,  lack  of  understanding,  or 
sheer  Ignorance  of  the  merits  of  the 
case,  manifested  by  one  of  its  minis- 
ters," the  Dominion  Government  Is  pre- 
ventlnc  the  securing  of  aeroplane 
spruce.  Further,  the  resolution  recited 
that  the  Wln-the-War  League,  in  view 
of  the  facts  "do  place  itself  on  record 
condemnatory  towards  the  general  at- 
tltue  displayed  by  Hon.  J.  D.  Reid,  Fed- 
eral Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals." 
Mr,  B.  J.  Perry,  declaring  Mr.  Hlg- 
gina'  resolution  did  not  hit  the  nail  on 
the  head,  and  that  most  of  It  was  un- 
necessary and  uncalled  for,  suggested 
that  what  was  wanted  Is  action  by  the 
Federal  Government  and  condemnatory 
opinions  would  get  the  League  nowhere. 
Oa  his  sugestion  a  committee  composed 
•f  himself  and  jfessrs.  Bledsoe  and  Wil- 
liams was  named  to  draft  a  resolution 
to  cover  the  case,  which  resulted  in  the 
above  quoted  resolution  being  presented 
and  adopted  after  Mr.  F.  Glolma.  recent- 
ly elected  returned  soldier  candidate 
for  the  Provincial  House,  suggested 
that,  in  his  opinion,  something  eondem- 
natory  of  the  "dilatory  actions '  of  the 
Federal  minister  should  appear  in  the 
resolution.  Mr.  Oielma  moved  an 
amendment  to  that  effect,  but  it  was 
not  adopted. 

■Salstsv  M9%  VHsadly 
President  Cross  referred. to  the  nego- 
tiations carried  oa  two  years  age  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  with  Hen.  Dr.  Reid 
relative  to  the  establUhment  of  a  cus- 
toms officer  at  New  York  to  facilitate 
shipments  of  Eaatem  Canadian  goods 
to  British  Columbia  as  evidence  of  that 
gentleman's  inability  or  disinclination 
to  act  in  the  best  interests  of  British 
Columbia. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Bledsoe  sugtested  that  per- 
haps a  few  references  might  be  made  In 
the  resolution  to'  action  of  "those  Bar- 
ons of  Boodle."  and  Hon.  John  Hart.  In 
outllnlog  what  the  Premier  had  done 
in  his  endeavor  to  get  Hon.  Dr.  Reid 
to  take  action,  suted  that  so  far  the 
latter  had  failed  to  come  forward  with 
any  reasonable  explanation  why  he  r^ 
fused  to  comply  with  the  flan  suggested 
by  Premier  Oliver  for  the  uas  of  P.O.E.

The  work  of  policewomen  In  muni- 
tion factories  demands  an  article  to  it- 
self.    The  modern  munition  factory  in 
Great  Britain,  as  in  the  United  States, 
la  a  town  rather  than  a  bulldlna.     It 
sprawls  over  many  acres  of  around;  it 
la  sometimes  two  miles  from  gate  to 
gate.     It  consists  partly  of  big  build- 
ings roaring     with     machinery     and 
partly  of   little   lonely   huU   Inhabited 
by  one  or  perhaps     two  workers,     so 
that  when  the  almost  inevitable  acci- 
dent comes   the  number     of     victims 
shall  be  as  small  as  possible.     But  the 
roads  of  the  American  factory  may  be 
well   lighted  at     night,     when     their 
thousands  of  workers  pour  in  or  out 
of  the  great  gates  or  the  lonely  work- 
ers make  their  way  along  muddy  paths 
or  slippery   plank    platforms   to   their 
night-long  task.     In  our  country,  the 
air  raids,  first  by  zeppelins  choosing 
moonless   nights,   now   by   aeroplanes, 
the  less  dreaded  because  when  we  hear 
their  drone  we  can  see  one  another's 
faces,    have   made    munition    factories 
from  the  first  cities  of  darkness. 

In  this  darkneaa  lurk   many  perils, 
and  English  women  and  girls,  protect- 
ed in  peace  time  by  factory  laws  for- 
bidding them  night  work,  faced  these 
n«w    terrifying    conditions    with    high 
spirits  and  without  complaint. 
Male  Police  Wlthdrmwii 
In    one    factory   employing    several 
thousand  women  on  danger  work,  the 
millUry  guard  and  male  polloa  hava 
been   withdrawn.     When  an  air  raid 
Is  in   progress     the     operaUven     are 
cleared  from  the     factory     and     the 
workshops  and   magaxlnes  are  left  In 
sole  charge  of  the  firemen  and  women 
police.      In    the   ordinary    routine   po- 
licewomen search  women  working  In 
danger  buildings  for  matches  and  ex- 
ploelvea.  they  supervise  the  "clocking 
In"  af  the  Workers  when  crowds  of, 
perha^a.  thousands,  of  women  In     a 
hurry    need    firm    control;    they   hand 
over  anyone  who  la  sick  to  the  doctor 
or  the  welfare  Maff.     Their  presence 
checks   pilfering   In    the   cloak    rooms 
and   th*  temptations     ta     lamnrallty

which  are  Inseparable  from  work 
where  large  numbers  of  men  and  wo- 
men, lads  and  girls  are  working  In 
proximity. 

The  policewoman  must  be.  If  she  is 
one  of  the  women  police  trained  by 
Miss  Damer  Dawson,  a  strong  woman 
of  unimpeachable  character  and  good 
education,  drilled  and  trained  In  first 
aid.  In  court  procedure  and  domicili- 
ary visiting  and  inspection  of  com- 
mon lodging-houses  and  houses  of 
detention.  She  Is  instructed  in  civil 
and  criminal  law,  especially  in  those 
acts  which  relate  to  women  and  chil- 
dren, and  she  must  alao  know  some- 
thing of  military  law  and  the  powers 
of  military  police.  The  slogan  of  the 
women  police  Is  "trained,  whole  time, 
paid  work."  The  pay  Is  a  matter  of 
principle,  but  It  is  not  attractive  from 
an  American  point  of  view,  being 
usually  about  ilO  a  week  and  uni- 
form.

Theee  women  are  Introducing  up-to- 
date  office  methods  In  the  area,  and 
are  supervising  all  the  "meal  orders," 
which,  now  that  England's  dally  food 
Is  rationed,  are  an  enormous  addition 
to  police  responsibilities.  They,  of 
course,  releases  a  corresponding  num- 
ber of  men  for  military  service,  and 
most  of  them  are  formally  "sworn 
In"  as  members  of  the  police  force. 

Some  local  authorities  show  reluct- 
ance to  swear  In  policewomen  and 
give  them  power  to  arrest,  preferring 
to  rely  upon  the  muscular  force  of 
the  male  policeman.  But  those  who 
have  takeh  this  step  have  no  reason 
to  regret  it.  Police  consUbles  them- 
selvee  recognise  that  If  force  is  need- 
ed for  the  arrest  of  a  woman,  it  is 
better  that  a  woman  should  apply 
that  force.  But  in  any  case  this  Is 
only  a  minor  part  of  police  duty;  the 
Brltlah  police  have  never  been  "gen- 
darmes," but  always  "guardians  of 
the  peace,"  and  policewomen  are  as 
successful  In  quelling  street  rows  as 
men  are. 

Female  Witnesses  Ahled 
For  some  work  they  are  obviously 
more  aultahle,  and  the  sympathy  with 
which  they  treat  the  outcast  and  de- 
linquent woman  Is  evidenced  by  the 
home  they  are  providing  for  e»n^r- 
gency  maternity  cases,  and  the  fact 
that  they  are  already  supporting 
fourteen  babies,  children  of  unmar- 
ried mothers.  They  are  ertployed  to 
take  the  depositions  of  women 
charged  with  concealment  of  birth 
and  of  women  and  children  who  have 
been  the  victims  of  assault.  They  re- 
main In  court  to  support  female  wit- 
neeaea  In  these  eases  when  ether 
women  are  directed  to  withdraw.

like    a    spoiled    child    and    sometimes 
.Ike  a  reckless  woman,  who  may  spoil 
her  own  life  before  she  really  knows 
what  Ufa  means.

Bnt  one  of  the  great- 
est tributes  to  their  uaefulneas  In 
grester  things  is  the  frequent  com- 
plaint of  parsons  suspected  of  keep- 
ing disorderly  houses  that  "people 
won't  pass  a  policewoman  standing 
at  the  end  of  the  street." 

In  speaking  of  the  London  women 
police  we  most  not  forget  the  small 
achool  at  Bristol  In  the  waat  of  Eng- 
land, where  Mlaa  D.  O.  O.  Peto  has 
a  tralnlag  centre  for  policewoman, 
patrols  and  superpatrols.  and  Is  ar- 
rans'lna   for   braach   schools   in   GUa- 


sow  and  Liverpool.  The  Bristol 
school  is  training  forewomen  of 
Queen  Mary's  Auxiliary  Army  Corps 
to  act  as  patrols  tor  the  corps  In 
England  and  France,  Just  as  the 
military  police  do  for  the  regular 
army.

OTTAWA,  July  16. — Contrary  to 
the  general  expectation,  there  was  no 
settlement  tonight  of  the  difterences 
between  the  Great  Northwestern 
Telegraph  Company  and  Its  em- 
ployees. 

During  the  day  the  representatives 
of  the  company  offered  to  reinstate 
the  two  employees  whose  dismissal 
led  to  the  trouble  and  to  have  an  in- 
quiry made  into  the  matter.  The  pro- 
posal was  not  acceptable  to  the  men  at 
the  present  stage  of  the  dispute,  al- 
thought  it  would  have  been  acceptable 
at  an  earlier  stage.  The  men  claim 
that  officials  of  the  company  have 
stated  that  an  inquiry  would  be  tant- 
amount to  dismissal  and  that  in  view 
of  this  statement  they  could  not  agree 
to  the  proposal  made  today. 

At  a  late  hour  tonight  Senator  Rob- 
ertson sent  a  telegram  to  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Telegraphers'  Union 
at  Toronto  giving  an  assurance  that 
the  Government  would  guarantee  that 
any  inquiry  held  would  be  fair  and  im- 
partial. It  is  hoped  that  this  offer 
will  prevent  a  walk-out  of  operators 
on  Tuesday  mornlnf,  and  at  least  de- 
lay It  until  further  negotiations  can 
take  place. 


PARIS.  July  16. — The  War  Office 
report  says: 

"JBlastern  theatre.  July  14 — On  the 
Struma  patrol  engasements  resulted 
In  favor  of  the  Greeks.  West  of  the 
Vardar  and  north  of  Monastlr  the  en- 
emy displayed  great  artillery  activ- 
ity. 

"In  the  region  of  the  lakes  west  of 
Pogrodec  we  repulsed  a  Bulgarian 
raid. 

"In  Albania  our  pursuit  column  in 
the  Devon  Valley  has  gone  beyond 
Cheklnl  and  Gruja,  where  It  Is  in 
Shekinl  and  Oruja.  where  it  is  in 
contact  with  the  positions  organised 
by  the  Austrians.  The  number  of  our 
prisoners  has  been  Increased  by  about 
fifty.  Our  left  has  Joined  with  the 
Italtah  right,  which  occupies  the 
Heights   of   Cafa   Darxa." 

PARIS,  July  15. — An  official  report 
dealing  with  operations  in  Albania  is- 
sued  here   last   night  said: 

"In  Albania  the  French  troops  con- 
tinued their  successful  advance,  driv- 
ing the  enemy  from  Hill^SOO  and  from 
the  village  of  Narta,  at  the  confluence 
of   the    Tomorica   and    Devoll    Rivers. 

"On  tHe  right  bank  of  the  DevoU 
we  occupied  Gri^mahi." 

"West  of  Doiran  (Macedonia)  Brit- 
ish troops  carried  out  a  successful 
raid  on  the  Bulgarian  lines. 

ROME.  July  15.— The  foUowia«  of- 
flclal  communication  was  Issued  by  the 
Italian  War  Of  flee  today: 

"On  the  Aaiago  plateau  French  de- 
tachmenta  carried  out  two  surprise  at- 
tacks  into  the  enemy's  line  at  Bertiso 
and  Zocchi.  Our  detachments  broke 
into  the  enemy's  line  north  of  Monte  di 
Val  Bella.  A  few  prisoners  were  takenf 
Enemy  reconnoitering  parties  have  been 
actlvs  between  the  elopes  of  Basso 
Rosso  and  the  Brenta  River. 

"A  new  attack  attempted  at  Cornone 
was  repulsed.  North  of  Monte  Qrappa 
and  in  ths  Montello  >one  during  the 
day  and  night  artillery  activity  has 
been  lively. 

"Six  hostile  airpiaaes  have  beea 
downed." 

VIKNNA.  July  14.— Via  London.  July 
16. — "In  Albania  the  enemy  is  sri^dual- 
ly  pressing  forward  against  our  niew 
lines  of  resistance."  says  an  offlcial 
statement  issued  here  this  evening.  "In 
the  Oevolt  valley  a  French  squadron 
has  been  repulsed." 

Dealing  with  the  front  in  lUly  the 
statement  says: 

"Between  Lake  d^arda  and'  the  Adige 
the  reciprocal  artillery  fire  was  very 
active.  On  the  Venetian  mountain 
front  the  activity  has  Incressed.  This 
morning  Italian  battalions  fruitlessly 
stacked  southwest  of  Asiago  and  north 
of  Motne  do  Val  Bella.  An  engagement 
on  the  wcstbm  slopes  of  ths  Brenta 
valley,  has  ended  in  our  favor."

While  denying  that  he  an<J|  other  Am- 
erican purchaaers  of  the  cbntrolllflif 
sock  are  "dummies"  aervlng  for  Ger- 
man interests  until  after  the  war,  Mr. 
Hamann  confessed  freely  that  the  fear 
of  government  seisure  of  the  property 
he  "had  worked  so  liard  to  build  up" 
prompted  the  aendlng  of  SelU  as  a  con- 
ndentlal  messenger  to  Germany  early 
in  1917  to  buy  out  the  German  ««hare- 
holdera.  Mr.  Beitx,  who  completed  the 
purchase  In  Frankfurt  on  Feb.  6th,  three 
days  after  President  Wilson  sent  Am- 
bassador voa  Bornstorft  his  paaaports, 
said  that  the  "break"  was  the  final  fac- 
tor In  Inducing  the  Germana  to  sell 
their  stock. 


ENEMY  FORMS  PLAN 
TO  OUTFLANK  RHEIMS 


FRENCH  ARMY  HEADQUAR- 
TBR6,  July  l^^-( Renter's  Ottawa 
Agency) — The  n^  battle  front  is  na- 
turally bisectrf^by  the  town  of 
Rheims  and  Montane  Dermis,  a  great 
wooded  mass  700  feet  high,  eight 
.miles  to  the  south  of  that  point.  The 
Germans  hesitated  to  a,ttack  Montane 
Dermis  frontally,  and  therefore  dis- 
posed their  line  in  two  wings  to  ad- 
vance independently,  with  Khelnis  as 
the  pivot.  Chateau  Thierry  may  be 
taken  as  the  extreme  western  .limit 
of  the  atUck  at  the  present  time. 
From  Chateau  Thierry  the  river  is 
the  dividing  line  as  far  as  Verneull, 
from  which  point  the  line  runs  north 
In  the  direction  of  Hhelnrt^.  crossing 
the  broad  belt  of  hllis  separating  the 
Marne  valley  from  the  plain  of 
Rheims  from  Verneull  to  a  point 
west  of  Rheims,  marking  the  eastern 
limit  of  the  Marne  sector  of  attack. 

An  advance  of  twelve  miles  over 
the  same  distance  In  this  sector  would 
give  the  enemy  poesesslon  of  Eper- 
nay.

upon  us"  In  Canada  In  the  handling 
of  the  grain  crop  of  1918. 

The  statement  calls  upon  every  ctt- 
isen  who  can  possibly  do  so  to  help 
with  the  harvest  this  year,  either  by 
working  on  the  land  or  by  replacing 
at  city  work  some  one  else  who  la 
better  able  to  go.  To  those  who.  In 
the  recent  registration,  signified  their 
willingness  to  change  their  occupation 
In  a  national  crisis  the  better  to  serve 
the  Interests  of  the  cause  of  the  En- 
tente In  the  war.  It  is  pointed  out 
that  with  millions  of  our  kinsmen  and 
Allies  in  Europe,  Canada's  failure  to 
contribute  food  may  spell  starvation 
next  Winter. 

To  meet  this  situation  a  large  In- 
crease in  acreage  was  sown  to  wheat, 
oats  and  barley  In  Western  Canada 
this  season,  which  la  estimated  as 
high  aa  2,868,000  acres.

Over  the  seven  seas  has  been  cast  a 
net.  vibrant  and  living:   lU  tarmlnals 
touch    the   German      coasts,    and   an- 
nounce to  the  Grand  Fleet,  the  heart 
of  the  wonderful  system,  every  move- 
ment of  the  enemy  aa  he  wrlthee  In 
Impotence. 

Our  party,  under  Lieutenant  J.  C. 

Percy,  arrived  at Hotel  in  ^. 

There  we  were  welcomed  by  *n  officer 
whom  the  Admiralty  had  appointed 
to  act  as  guide.  On  the  following 
morning  we  were  brought  by  motor 
car  to Pier,  where  we  met  Lieu- 
tenant S ,  who  Informed  us  that 

he  waa  ordered  to  take  us  for  a  tour 
through  the  Grand  Fleet  We  went 
on  board  a  fast  patrol  boat,  command- 
ed by  a  Lieutenant  In  the  R.N.R.,  who 
combined  naval  and  Scottish  tradi- 
tions of  hospitality.  As  we  swept  out 
to  the  Fleet  we  studied  the  mysterious 
depth  charges  and  the  qulck-flrer  with 
which  our  craft  waa  armed.  But  these 
trifles  were  forgotten  as  the  Immens- 
ity of  the  Grand  Fleet  began  to  reveal 
Itaelf.  Ship  after  ship,  line  after  line, 
we  passed,  and  ,there  waa     no     end. 

Lieutenant  S named  this  one  and 

that  one.  and  gave  us  snatches  of  their 
story.  There  were  cruisers  from  the 
Falklands;  there  were  cruisers  that 
had  chased  and  destroyed  the  fugitive 
remnants  of  the  Kaiser's  Navy  in  the 
South  Seas  and  In  African  waters; 
there  were  monsters  whose  thunders 
had  shaken  the  hills  at  Galllpoli, 
whose  lightnings  had  blasted  the  Ger- 
mans  at  Jutland;  and  there  were 
others  with  stranger  histories.  "That 
la  the  Cat."  said  our  guide;  "according 
to  Herr  Wolff  it  has  been  crippled 
once  and  twice  sunk."  "It  does  not 
seem  much  the  worse."  "No.  and  the 
only  time  they  sank  it.  or  what  they 
thought  to  be  It.  the  whole  crew  float- 
ed off  on  the  aft  turret."  The  Kaiser, 
with  Herr  Wolff,  should  some  day  be 
invited  to  attend  a  review  of  the  bat- 
tleships that  his  navy  has  sunk,  and 
be  presented  with  a  medal  to  com- 
memorate their  resurrection. 

The  Immensity  of  the  Fleet 
Among  the  cruisers  we  noticed  the 
finest  ships  8^  the  American  Navy, 
easily  distinguished  by  their  lattice 
masts.  They  gave  us  Irishmen  a  very 
welcome  testimony  to  the  whole- 
hearted determination  of  our  great 
Ally.  We  had  met  on  the  previous 
evening  an  American  staff  officer,  who 
told  us.  with  modest  pride,  of  the  ef- 
forts that  hia  country  had  made,  and 
was  making.  I  cannot  mention  de- 
tails; but  America  is  "all  in,"  and 
America's  "all"  Is  some  "all."  Our 
eyes  were  tired  by  the  multitude  of 
heavy  and  light  cruisers,  flanked  by 
swarms  of  smaller  craft,  destroyers 
and  submarines,  of  types  familiar  and 
unfamiliar.  When  we  had  reached 
at  length,  as  we  thought,  the  end  of 
the  Grand  Fleet,  a  receding  headland 
began  to  reveal  to  us  a  still  greater 
fleet  of  heavier  ships.  High  In  the 
air  swung  a  row  of  observa'tlon  bal- 
loons, which  watched,  I  am  sure,  with 
suspicious  eyes  our  civilian  selves  as 
we  rushed  down  the  lines  of  grim 
monsters,  and  listened  to  a  fresh  roll 
of  names,  names  that  are  golden  in 
the  annals  of  the  Navy.  There  seemed 
no  end.  We  were  dumb:  curiosity  and 
admiration  were  swallowed  up  In 
stupefaction.  Before  we  had  seen  a 
fraction   of   these    lines,    it   was   time 

to  turn  and  we  raced  back  to  the 

where  the  Admiral  of  the  First  Battle 
Squadron  had  Invited  us  to  luncheon. 
I  think  that  we  all  felt  somewhat  shy 
that  morning  at  the  prospect  of  ob- 
truding our  civilian  unworthlness  on 
the  great  ones  of  the  sea.  But  our 
young  friends  on  the  launch  had  said 
much  to  reassure  us,  and  we  plucked 
up  heart  as  we  came  alongside.  The 
youngest  member  of  our  party  set  his 
yachting  cap  at  a  Ketlte  angle,  and 
gave  a  twenty-one  gun  salute  to  the 
sailor  that  supported  our  steps  to  the 
companion  ladder.  The  Admiral, 
himself  an  Irishman,  welcomed  us  and 
the  genial  kindliness  of  our  hosU 
made  us  feel  quite  at  home.  We  dis- 
cussed many  things  naval,  dlcenda 
tacenda,  and  learnt  why  certain  sub- 
jects must  remain  In  darkness  till  the 
war  Is  over. 

The  Naval  Aeroplanes 

Leaving  the  ,   we  paid  a  visit 

to   the  ,   there    we   Inspected   the 

great  turrets,  the  engines,  the  quar- 
ters of  officers  and  men.  We  were 
behind  our  programme,  so  our  scat- 
tered members  were  sunlmoned,  and 
appeared,  some  from  man-holes,  down 
which  they  had»loet  themselves;  others 
from  the  ward-room,  where  a  Home 
Ruler  and  an  Ulsterman  were  ex- 
plaining simultaneously  the  one  and 
only  way  of  settling  all  Irish  difficul- 
ties.    When  we  had  reassembled,  we 

were    taken    to    the   .      Here   we 

watched  aeroplanes  fluttering  down 
like  leaves,  over  and  over:  noee  spins, 
side-slips,  looping  the  loop,  all  the 
"stunU"  that  prove  the  mastery  of  the 
air,  were  exhibited  to  us.     I  saw  a  lad 
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with  the  ribbon  of  the  Victoria  Cross. 
I  asked  a  brother  officer  for  details: 
"Oh,  one  of  our  chaps  waa  shot  down 
during  a  raid.  X.  saw  him  on  the 
ground,  descended,  and  picked  him  up 
and  got  off  before  the  Germans  could 
reach  the  spot!"  It's  a  way  they  have 
In  the  R.A.F. 

It  seems  a  pity  that  the  Govern- 
ment, in  their  scheme  for  amalgam- 
ating the  two  branches  of  the  Flying 
Service,  have  not  seen  flt  to  retain  the 
naval  uniform  for  the  naval  flying 
men.  Sentiment  Is  an  imporUnt 
thing.  Men  give  their  lives  cheerfully 
tot  a  piece  of  cloth,  provided  It  Is 
dyed  the  right  color.  Perhaps,  the 
Government  may  reconsider  their  de- 
cision before  some  .  poet  sings  the 
"Wearing  of  the  Blue." 

We  saw  aaroplanes  dismantled  and 
reassembled  in  the  space  of  a  few 
minutes.  We  learnt  much  abaut  tbs 
scouts  and  bombera.  Ws  understand 
— or  think  we  do — many  ttUags  that 
have  pussted  the  long  beards  of  Kiel. 
But  regarding  these  matters  "a  mighty 
ox  Is  on  our  tongue"  now  and  for  tlis 
duration  ot  ^hm 
A 
Ws    had    siftsmoe*   taa   ea   board 

tka  ■  TUa  vaam  li  prso<  mt  Its 

liunsrsMs  sears.  A  hnga  hmp  of 
stssl.  knappsd  from  a  torrst  by  a  Jut- 
land shslU  Is  carefully  varnished  and 
lashsd  to  ths  misaea.  And  we  learnt 
that  ths  ahtp  has  a  her^sseope.  drawn 
bv  ttos  wlss  mum  of  New  lisalaad.  Two 


of  ths  throa  great  avsnts  pradletad 
have  corns  trus,  and  In  ths  next  and 
graatast  flght  It  Is  said  that  the  only 
damage  that  ths  ship  shall  suffer  will 
bs  to  a  particular  turret.  I  asked  my 
Informant  where  his  post  would  bs  on 
that  great  day.  "I  command  that  tur- 
rst."  was  his  rsply.  He  smiled,  and  I 
know  he  hopes  to  set  another  giant 
medal  of  stssl  beslds  ths  one  which  at 
prsssnt  adorns  ths  missen.  Before 
ws  left  a  number  of  the  crew  danced 
and  sang  the  Maori  war  aong  with  a 
verve  and  realism  that  stirred  strange- 
ly our  blood,  and  roused  ths  Demos- 
thsnes  of  our  party  to  make  a  speech 
to  the  shlpX  company.  Ws  were 
sorry  to  Isavs.  Thsrs  was  a  largs 
number  of  Irishmen  among  the  crew, 
and  the  captain,  the  kindest  of  hosU, 
hails  from  County  Cork. 

Our  party  was  distributed  for  the 
evening  among  Ihe  different  ships  of, 
the  First  BaUle  Squadron.   Lieutenant 
J.   C.   Percy  and     the     writer     were 
assigned   to    the    finest     ship    of   ths 
squadron.     Of  that  we  both  are  con- 
vinced,  though,   on   comparing   notes 
with    the    other    members,     we  dis- 
covered that  each  was  squally  obstin- 
ate in  holding  that  hia  particular  ship 
and   his   hosts  were   the   best   in  the 
Navy  and  in  the  world.    More  pleasant 
or  considerate  hosts  we  certainly  could 
not  have  had.     Before  turning  In,  we 
took  a  stroll  on  the  quarter-deck,  and 
looked  at  the  Grand  Fleet  stretching 
In  silent  majesty  as  far  as  our  eyes 
could  see.     No  lights  were  shown  on 
board  the  ships,  but  from  time  to  time 
Morse  signals  stabbed  the  dusk  with 
dazzling   question   and   answer.      That 
picture   of  the   Grand   Fleet  at   dusk, 
lying    In    quiet    watchfulness.    Is    one 
that  Is  not  easily  forgotten. 
The  Big  Guns 
Next  morning  we  had  the  honor  of 
breakfasting     with     our     captain.      I 
should    not,    I    know,    call    him    "our 
captain,"  but  that  is  how  we  felt  and 
feel  towarda  him.    After  hreakfaat  we 
went  on  deck  for  divisions.    The  ship's 
company  was  paraded,  and,  the  chap- 
lain   being    absent,    the    captain    read 
prayers.      The    hymn   waa      "Rock    of 
Ages."     I  was  never  at  a  service  which 
breathed   a   truer   spirit   of   reverence 
and  solemnity.     Sailors  seem  at  such 
moments  to  draw  nearer  to  God  than 
landsmen  do.     After  this  service,  the 
whole  company  were  exercised,  at  first 
at  the  quick  step,  then  at  the  double. 
The  massive  bulk  of  the  ship  quivered 
beneath  the  rhythm  of  their  feet  as 
officers  and  men  raced  in  file  up  and 
down  all   over   the  ship.     After   this 
strenuous  exercise,  the  company  dis- 
persed,   each      unit    to    its    particular 
work.     We  were  conducted  over  every 
part  of  the  ship,  visited  kitchens  and 
bakeries,      hospital,     stores,     engine- 
rooms,    forges,   electricians'   and    car- 
penters' shops.    Everywhere  the  latest 
machinery,  and     every     device     that 
could  contribute  to  efficiency  or  elim- 
inate waste.    Even  the  refuse  from  the 
kitchen — potato  peelings  and  scraps — 
Is  carefully  collected,  and  sent  to  shore 
to  feed  farm  animals.     We  saw  the 
men's    quarters,      reading-rooms    and 
bathrooms.      We    descended    to    great 
depths  in  lifts  to  the  regions  of  the 
engineers. 

But  we  were,  I  think,  most  Inter- 
ested in  the  great  guns.     We  learnt 
how  they  are  alghted,  controlled  and 
synchronized.     No  one  who  has  been 
In  a  turret  cab  fall  to  be  Impressed  by 
the  ease  with  which  the  monster  guns 
are  moved,  loaded  and  fired.     A  mass 
of   nearly  a  thousand     tons     swings 
round  smoothly  in  obedience  to  a  lever 
that  a  child  could  move.    We  saw  the- 
process   of  loading.     The   gun   hisses 
like  an  angry  dragon.     That  waa,  we 
were  told,  the  noise  of  compressed  air 
sweeping  the  breech  of  debris,  sparks, 
etc.      The    breech    turns   and      swings 
back,  and  up  from  the  bowels  of  the 
ship  rushes  a  huge  steel  box,  holding 
the  shell  and  the  charges.     The  shell 
is  thrust  into  the  breech  by  an  arm 
of  steel,  which  uncoils  and  recoils  it- 
self in  a  fiash.    When  the  charges  are 
rammed   home   the   breech    la    closed, 
the   loader  disappears  with  a  clatter, 
and  all  Is  ready.     It  was  news  to  us 
that    the    noise    of    the    explosion    Is 
hardly  heard  Inside  the  turret.     From 
the  turret  we  visited  the  magazines, 
and  there  we  found  the  same  Ingenuity 
of  contrivance.     All  that  morning  waa 
apent  In  examining  the  ship,  and  we 
had  not  time  to  see  half  Its  marvels. 
One    thing    we    landsmen    found    un- 
satisfactory— the    method    of   ascend- 
ing  and    descending.      The    steel    lad- 
ders were  vertical,  and  the  hatches  at 
times  disagreeably  narrow.     At  times, 
when   the    passage-ways   were    hardly 
adequate  to  men  of  our  bulk,  we  felt 
like  mice  struggling  In  the  works  of 
an   eight-day   clock.      Yet    our   guide 
and  his  men  never  collided  with  a  sin- 
gle  stanchion   or   hatchway. 
The  Groat  Admiral 
Admiral    Beattle     had     expressed   a 
wish  to  see  our  party,  and  we  were. 
Indeed,  fortunate.     We  saw  our  great 
Irish  Admiral  In  his  cabin,  heard  some 
nice  words  of  appreciation  of  the  ser- 
vices of  Irishmen  in  the  Navy,  and  had 
the  honor  of  shaking  the  hand  of  the 
foreflghter      of     Jutland.      The   Com- 
mander-in-Chief,   Coast    of    Scotland, 
had  honored  us  with  an  invitation  to 
lunch  at  the  Admiralty  House.     There 
we  met  a  very  gracious  hostess  and 
a  most  interesting  company,  many  of 
whom   have  made   their  mark   In   the 
present   war.      One   of   my   neighbors 
told  me  much  about  the  work  of  the 
Navy  at  GalUpoU:  some  day  the  pub- 
lic will  know  the  details  of  that  sad. 
but  heroic,  episode.     One  of  our  party 
was  a  collector  of  autographs,  and  I 
was  struck  by  the  motto  that  one  of 
the  company   wrote  above   his  signa- 
ture— "Drive  on.  drive  on.  there  is  a 
long  eternity  of  rest"     In  those  lines 
lives  much  of  the  naval  spirit.     We 
took    leave   of   our   host  ^nd   hostess 
with  reluctance,  but  we  were  behind 
our  programme,  and  we  had  much  to 
see  that  day.    We  were  taken  from  the 

Admiralty  House  to  Three  or 

four  years  ago  it  waa  largely  waste 
and  slobUnd;  today  It  Is  a  baas 
worthy  of  the  Grand  Fleet  Dry  docka 
and  huge  basins,  great  stores  and 
shops  of  aU  sorts,  railways  and  tram- 
ways— It  Is  almost  incredible  that  this 
frsat  working  city  could  have  eome 
into  bsing  during  ths  war.     Admiral 

,  who  took  us  round   In  person. 

was  a  chsery  volcano  of  facta  His 
mind  seemed  as  well  ordered  and  as 
well  supplied  as  ths  grsat  hhrs  of  In- 
dustry oTsr  which  he  rules. 

Another  great  creation  of  ths  war 
to  tbs  destroyer  base,  with  Its  count- 
lass  ptors  and  nslghboting  workshops 
and  slavsa.  tVulr  tlM  Admiralty  havs 
nothlnc  ta  Isam  tnm  our  Anssrleaa 
Allies  in  the  art  of  huaUlng. 

We   saw    other   marvels  and   other

JAPAN  AND  CHINA  TO 
BUILD  VAST  FLEETS 


U,  S.  Government   Lets  Con- 
tacts Aggregating  $1tX),- 
000,000  to  Shipyards  of  the 
Far  East. 


WASHINGTON.  July  15.— The  Unit, 
ed  States,  turning  to  its  associates  tn 
the  Orient  for  aid  in  meeting  the 
shipping  crisis,  has  let  new  contracts 
for  ships  to  Japan  which  will  mako 
a  total  of  more  than  1100,000,000  to 
be  spent  for  tonnage  in  the  Island 
Kingdom  and  in  China. 

Announeemant  was  made  today  of 
the  awarding  of  contracts  for  thirty 
vessels  to  thirteen  Japanese  yards. 
All  of  the  ships  will  be  of  4,500  tons 
or  more,  and  the  total  tonnage  will 
be  353,000.  These  ships  are  in  ad- 
dition to  126,000  tons  purchasetl 
from  Japan  and  160,000  chartered  at 
a  total  cost  of  $7t,0O0,000,  of  which 
130,000,000    haa    been    expended. 

First  contracta  awarded  by  the 
United  States  to  a  Chinese  yard  were 
made  public  Saturday,  calling  for  the 
building  of  130.000  tons  at  a  cost  of 
approxiqiately   MO.COO.OOO. 

Heary    DeUrerles    by    September 

Japan  will  deli'^nir  to  this  country 
about  13«,00«  tons  of  ships  by  Sep- 
tembar  1.  and  will  continue  deliv- 
eries at  regular  Intervals  ik  tb*  Unit- 
ed SUtes  supplies  the  steal  for  the 
veaaels.  Altogether  about  136.000 
tons  of  steel  will  be  sent  to  Japan. 
Some  of  the  ships  will  be  put  imme- 
diately into  the  war  sens  aarviee, 
while  othera  will  be  uaed  in  the  coast- 
wise and  douth  American  trades. 

All  camouflsging  of  ships  built  for 
the  Shipping  Beard  will  be  super- 
vised hereafter  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment.
